PHILADELPHIA, July 13—The dead-lock 
at Harrisburg is now complete. Disagree- 
ments have beer reached on all the appor 
tionment bills, and unless the Democrats of 
the House mean to recede, which they proba- 
bly do not, the prolongation of the extra ses- 
sion is useless The temper of thuse most di- 
rectly engaged in the contest is becoming 
heated. It appears to the Republican Sena- 
tors that the inclination of the Governor and 
his immediate advisers is to coerce thém, after 
the fashion of a Judge forcing a jury to agree, 
and as to this treatment they are of one mind 
they dan’t propose to yield to it. The fullest 
measure of concession on the Congressional ap- 
portionment is combined in the Senate bill, 
which makes 17 districts Republican, 10 Dem- 
ecratic, and 1 doubtfol, (the Harry White, 
which has been carried by the Democrats for 
four years past.) The Republicans are ready 
to stand on this measure in any appeal to the 
people. It is! in their unanimous judgment, a 
fair bill, and they intend not to be forced 
away from their judgment. They have made 
and presented to Mr. Randall a Democratic dis- 


trict in Philadelphia, and they consent to have 
Berks County, with only 122,000 population, 
constitute a district, and when they consider 
that two-thirds of the people of the State live 
in Republican counties, und thut the appor- 
tionments vy the islatures of Democratic

It was expected 
that the session would have ended several 
davs ago; it is now uncertain when it will end. 
There is evena rumor that the Governor will 
call another extra session as soon as this ad- 
journs, if the Legisluture fails to pass the ap- 
portionments, Meanwhile, the appropri- 
Ation bill to pay the expenses of 
the session is held back by the Dem- 
peratic majority in_ the ouse, and 
the clerks understand that the Governor will 
veto any allowance to them, at any rate, upon 
the ground that their salary, under the law of 
1874, is so much by the year, and does not con- 
template any special allowances. If another 
extra session should be ca!led when this one 
adjourns, it is not within the bounds of likeli- 
hood that it would sit for more thana day. 
An immediate adjournment would be made 
ontil next Winter: or, if the Democrats in the 
House would not agree to this, the mepublican 
Senators would simply decline to attend, and 
leave the Senate without a quorum. Yes- 
terday, Mr. Gordon impliedly threatened 
that the Legislature should be kept in session 
until next Winter, if the Senate Kepublicans 
did not give way, and upon this menace there 
ensued a sharp debate. That the cost to the 
Btave of this performance is very large is not 
denied, but the Democratic leaders atfect to 
believe that they can venture to be responsibie 
for it,so long as it is being incurred for the 
purpose of fighting for a partisan success.

THH CHANDLER BOOM. . 
NO INOREASE OF 8TRENGTH AND: LITTLE 
HOPE OF ITS SUCCESS. 

Concorp, N. H., July 18.—The fourth 
week of the Senatorial fight is over, and in 
general the situation may be stated thus: 
Secretary Chandler has succeeded to Rollins’s 
place; Attorney-General Tappan takes ex 
Senator Patterson’s strength, and there area 
few mere scattering votes. Judge Jeremiah 
Smith’s support can be transferred to Chand- 
ler at any time, and he, doubtless, has enough 
other scatterisg help to make his figures 
between 80 and 90 whenever he puts fortha 
vigorous effort. Rollins’s withdrawal was 
really Chandler’s work, thus enabling the 
latter to succeed to the former’s stand and go 
on with the business without much disturb- 
ance. The outlook this morning was that Mr. 
Chandler would have about 65 votes, but 
when the result was announced it gave 
him only the strength of yesterday’s last 
effort. In detail it stood as follows: 
Chandler, 52; Briggs, 34; Tappan, 30; 
Marston, 24; Stevens, 15; Smith, 13; 
Moore, 12; karnard, 4; Gallinger, 4; Harri- 
man, 4; Prescott, 2; Eastman, 2, and 4 scat- 
tering. This afforded no satisfaction to the 
Chandler men, who announce now that Tues- 
day will show an altogether different result. 
This will probably be true, but the anti- 
Chandler leaders say that he can in no way 
rise to the strength which Mr. Rollins had, 
and the outcome of the two days just past 
shows that he will not succeed in stampeding 
a majority of the Legislature to ‘his su 
port. His workers claim that there will 
be’ a great revulsion in his favor 
next week, and they point with pride to the 
seif-sacritica which he maxes in allowing his 
name to be used. This modesty does not 
serve to prevent his having a swarm of Fed- 
eral officers and lobpyists actively at work 
for him, and a feeling is current that those 
members who vote for him will be handsomely 
rewarded when he shall come into his king- 
dom. Every means will be used between now 
and Tuesday to swell his backing. The Moore 
division is in his interest and the machine men 
ars a unit in his favor, as they argue that he 
will reward his friends and punish his ene- 
mies witb more zeal than any other candidate. 
The Tappan boom has come to grief, and if 
the Chandler one meets with a similar fate, 
the time will be ripe for some one who is no- 
body’s political heir, and who will go to the 
Senate with no debts to be paid. 

Rumors of bargains are very numerous, and 
Mr. Briggs is suspected of a leaning Chandler- 
ward, but he persistsin denying it. The at- 
mosphere is decidedly murky, and unpleasant 
leaves from the political history of the State 
for 20 years back are beginning to be unrolled. 
The Boston Custom-house, originally for Rol- 
lins, is now actively at work for Chandler, 
whose election is suid to be desired at the 
White*House, although itis only a day anda 
half since that gentleman appeared in the 
field. There is no spontaneity about the 
Chandler movement. It is simply the change 
of front by the machine,‘which, foiled in its at- 
tempt to re-elect Mr. Rollins, is now deter- 
mined to effect the same objects by electing 
Mr. Rollins’s political partner.

NO VACANCY TO BE LEFT FOR‘THE CIVIL 
SERVICE COMMISSION TO’ FILL, 

Wasaineron, July 13.—For several weeks 
there has been noted in the departments a great 
deal of activity in the business of filling all 
sorts of clerical positions, and it is believed 
that so industriously have the appointment 
clerks devoted themselves to this task that on 
Moaday . next, when the civil service 
act is to take effect, there will not 
be a vacancy of which notice can be 
sent to the Civil Service Commissioners. 


“The Commissioners have a long list of quali- 


fied applicants collected in the cities in which 
examinations have been held. It is probable 
that they will have to wait some time before 
any openings will be found in Washington. 
While they bave been sifting material to get 
at the best persons politicians have thrust 


their pets and puppets into office without re- 
gard to qualification, and a service, already 
admitted to be burdened with incompetent 
men and women, has been made so much more 
expensive and inefficient. 

The civil service examinations; which began 
here yesterday, were continued to-day, all of the 
Commissioners and the Chief Examiner being 
present yesterday. Mr. Eaton went to Balti- 
more to-day to conduct an examination there. 
The examination-rooms here in the annex to 
the Agricultural Bureau were occupied yester- 
day and to-day by applicants, who sat at desks 
busily preparing their answers to the test 
questions submitted by the Commissioners. 
About 80 persons were under examination 
each day for the $900 and the $1,200 grades 
of clerkships, the classes for the higher 
positions being the largest. The work of the 
classes has not yet been marked, but it is un- 
derstood to compare favorably with that of 
persons examined in other cities except Kos- 
ton, where it is admitted the average results, 
as shown by the examination papers, were ex- 
ceptionally bigh. ‘the Commissioners find 
that while a great many applicants have little 
difficulty in furnishing satisfactory answers to 
the questions in grammar, orthography, and 
history, many of them are weak in original 
composition and arithmetic.

OPPOSITION 10 THE SUEZ CANAL 

SCHEME. : 

A POPULAR UPRISING IN ENGLAND AGAINST 

THE DE LES8EP8 CONTRACT—INTEN- 
TIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

Paris, July 18.—The Directors of the 
Suez Canal Company have unanimously ap- 
proved the agreement relative to a second canal 
arrived at by M. de Lesseps and the British 
Government, 

Lonpon, July 13.—The newspapers here say 
they believe that the acceptance of the agree- 
ment entered into with M. de Lesseps will not 
be forced on Parliament. In the House of 
Commons this afternoon Mr. Childers; Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, in reply to Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote, said the Suez Canal agree- 
ment would be submitted to the House by a 
motion made in committee that the sum to be 
lent to the Suez Canal Company by the Gov- 
ernment for building the new canal be charged 
on the consolidated fund. Sir Stafford North- 
cote gave notice that when such a motion was 
made he would ask the sense of the House on 


the agreement. This announcement was re- 
ceived with cheers. Mr. William Fowler, Lib- 
eral, spoke in opposition to the canal scheme. 

At a crowded meeting of merchants and 
ship-owners, held et Lioyd’s to-day, resolu- 
tions were passed strongly objecting to the 
acreement between M. fo Lesseps and the 
Government on financial, commercial, and 
political grounds. The Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don was asked to call a meeting in order that 
a further protest against the agreement can 
be made. 

Mr. Childers, in response to a deputation 
which waited upon him to-day, stated that the 
Government had made the best bargain possi- 
ble with M. de Lesseps. He said that they 
were buyers from not over-anxious sellers, and 
had obtained solid advantages for British ship- 
owners and consumers. 

Lonpbon, July 14.—M. de Lesseps, in an in- 
terview yesterday, declared that he was indif- 
ferent whether England accepted the canal 
agreement or not.

Paris, July 138.—The French Consul at 
Zanzibar has telegraphed to the Government 
that he bas no knowledge of the occurrences 
in Tamatave, Madagascar, complained of by 
the English Government, and has requested 
that a report on the matter be sent to him. 

In a telegram dated July 6, via Zanzibar,

The estrange- 
ment between them was caused ty a 
trivial dispute about the quality of 
stock, but no one thought it would result 
in more than a suspension of conversa- 
tion, The other day Clarence met George at 
the hotel and accused him of having boasted 
of his fighting powers, and of having threatened 
to whip him, (Clarence.)

A ring was marked out on the ground, and four 
brutal rounds were fought. Clarence Is 5 feet 7 
inches in heicht and weighs about 170 pounds. His 
brother, George, islinch shorter and tips the 
beam at 160 pounds. In the last round the 
men clutched and fell to the ground 
with the heavier man on top. He was 
rolled off, and as the two brothers lay upon the 
hard ground locked in deadly embrace they en- 
gaged in a_ fierce struggle fof supremacy. 
In the midst of it a furious thunder- 
storm which had been gathering _ broke. 
The rain came down in torrents, but the men 
fought on, and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that they could be separated. Both were fear- 
fully punished, their faces being knocked out of 
shape, and both were bleeding coviously. The 
Reading men who acted as secunds hastily de- 
parted for home to avoid arrest. 


FOUND IN THE RIVER. 


THE* DISAPPEARANCE OF. MISS -NOLES AC- 
. COUNTED FOR. | 

° ATtanta, Ga., July 13.—Last Sunday the 
discovery made by persons loitering along the 
banks of the Tallapoosa River in Carroll County of 
some bonnet strings in a raft of old timber re- 
vived a sensation of last December and aroused 
suspicions of a foul tragedy. On Dec. 10 Mias Ea- 
pbrasia 8S. Noles,a young lady with many aamir- 
ers, was suddenly missed from herhome. Among 


her suitors was W. C, Gravitt. Her disappearance 
was credited to abduetion by the girl's pareuts and 
to a voluntary elopement by Gravitt’sfriends. The 
last trace of her was found several days later at 
the home of Francis Gravitt, a relative of the man 
said to have stolen her. Since that time nothing 
has been heard of the girl or her lover. 

The bonnet strings were identified as the ones 
worn by Niss Noles when she disappeared. Her 
father, with large parties of men, began searching 
the river for her body, which was found in a clamp 
of bushes in the water a mile aud a half from the 
father’s house. The evidence points to a frightiul 
outrage on the girl and her subsequent murder to 
cover it up. The Coroner’s jury, owing to the de- 
composition of the body, were unable to state the 
cause of death, but took some evidence that went 
to show that she had been foully dealt with. Gra- 
vitt, who is being looked for, is naturally the ob- 
ject ot suspicion, and if caught he will be held to 
await further investigation.

A DESTRUCTIVE HAIL-STORM. 

LONG Brancu, N. J., July 13.—Intelligence 
of great damage done by a heavy hail-storm, ac 
companied by a fierce gale, comes from Raritan, 
Holmdel, and the upper part of Middletown Town- 
sbip. Grape vineyards were ruined, fruit trees 
stripped, and truck stuff destroyed. At Osborn’s 


fertilizing factory, near Keyport, the elevated rail- 
way was blown down, With an engine and a car 
which stood upon it. Blackberry patches were 
badly cut up. and watermelon, tomato, and other 
vines ruined. The storm came from the north- 
west and took a south-easterly course, leaving 
desolation and ruin along its path. At Granville 
the damage was the greatest, the largest losers 
being ‘Tbeodore W. Aumack, $1,000: W. B. Willis, 
about $600, and W. W. Ramsey, $350. At Irving's 
mills great damage was done tothe dam, and sey- 
eral washouts occurred, A farmer named William 
Willetts sustained a heavy loss by the fury of the 
gale, which struck his vineyard with such force as 
to lay the vines level with the ground.

QUTLOOK FOR THE CROPS 


THE PROSPEOTS -1N MINNESOTA, 
DAKOTA, AND ELSEWHERE. 
DISCOURAGING REPORTS GIVEN. OUT BY 
BEARS—MORE RAIN GIVES ENCOURAGE- 

MENT TO THE FARMERS, 

St. Pavut, July 13.—It is a singular fact 
that the most discouraging crop reports are those, 
given out by Minneapolis millers and dealers, who 
are usually bears in the market. A statement from 
that source says the most reliable advices re- 
ceived indicate that the increased acreage this 
year in those sections will be more than offset by 
the smallness of the yield; that it is doubt- 
ful if Minnesota and Dakota give as 
large a yield this ‘yenr as; last. The reports 
that heavydews have furnished sufficient moist- 
ure in the Red River Valley are hooted at 
in Minneapolis. One of the leading elevator com- 
panies. which employs traveling agents and re- 
ceives from its loeal agents daily weather reports 
and weekly or semi-weekly letters summarizing 
the condition of the crops, furnishes the estimate 
that there will be more than halfacrop in this 
valley, but that in Minnesota, soutn of the. North- 
ern Pacitic Railroad, the crop will be equal to that 
of last year, and will average up well. Therain belt 
has not extended north of the Northern Pacific in 
either Commonwealth, and there bas not been 
enough rain north of a line extending from Breck- 


enridge south-east to Fergus Falls and east to the 
Mississippi. Below this line to Minnesota flelds 
are now in splendid condition, and the chief con- 
tingency before them is that of hot, blighting 
weather while the heads are falling and of heavy 

rains during harvest. Throughout the dry bottom, 
in the north thera is great fear of very wet weather 
during the harvest, which would mean total ruin 

to the smallcrop of poor wheat now expected, and 

which is heading out in a feeble way on stalks 

averaging six inches in height. In this belt occa- 

sional showers have fallen during the past month, 

but they did no good, the hot sun at once baking 

the earth and forming a hard crust. 

In Dakota, south of the Hastings and Dakota 
Road, the crop promises to be large and fine. 
North of that line, exeept here and there on smail 
tracts of favorably situated ground, the. general 
prospect is most discouraging. The fields are 
streaked with sickly yellow. the stand is thin and 
stunted, and the erop will be small and of poor 
quality, evenif it escapes a wet harvest-time. On 
light, sandy soil the grein is now insuch condition 
astobe pronounced worthiess but on stronger, 
and therefore more moist, ground it is in better 
condition. 


To-night’s reports are favorable. Further rain 
has falien inthe Red River Valley, and the only 
strip of country now suffering to any extent from 
the want of rain ison the Northern Pacific from 
the Red to the Missouri Rivers. Even there the 
weather was threatening and rain was expected. 
At Fargo a good shower fell, and west of 
the Missouri the rain fall has been sufii- 
cient to preclude any damage from drought. 
Manitoba reports showed rain at Fergus 
Falls, Barnesville, Glyndon, Hailock, Stephen, 
Moorehead, Alexandria, and, in fact, all through 
the valley. At some points the fall was quite 
heavy, while at others there was only 
a shower, yet they ail proved of great 
benefit, and as a- consequence the’, crops 
are in a much - better condition > thin 
they have been for several weeks. Where no rain 
fell the dews on Thursday night were particularly 
heavy. Farmers from the valley who arrived 
yesterday did not bringin the most favorable re- 
ports, but their apprehensions bave been greatly 
allayed by the rains since their departure. Further 
up the Manitoba Road everything is in a really 
excellent condition. -n 

Froin the Omaha the same favorable reports 
continue. Rain has fallen through Nebraska, 
while in other sections of the country the weather 
has moderated, and everything 1s in excellent con- 
dition, Corn is making very rapid strides,and no 
apprehensions whatever are now entertained as to 
the probable crop. 


LANSING, Mich., July 13.—The official report 
ofthe Michigan State Board of Agricu‘ture for 
July 1 has just been issued. In 1852 there were 
1,683,988 acres of wheat, which produced an 
average of 19.29 bushels per acre, or a total yield of 
82,482,059. This year the acreage, as returned in 
May. was 1,623,226, a falling off of 60,759. The esti- 
mated yield is 14.90 bushels to the acre, a loss of 
4.39 bushels to each acre, which, with the reducea 
acreage would give a total of 24,194,014 bushels, 
presenting a total deficiency of 8,28°,045 bushels of 
wheat as compared with last year. 


NATCHITOCHES, La., July 13.—Crops are in 
fine condition, except late cotton, which is badiy 
in grass on account of exeeasiye rains.- There has 
been no rain for several days, and if the weather 
continues dry for a week most farmers will be en- 
tirely out of the grass. The corn crop in this 
parish is better than for several years. 


Opo.tousas, La., July 13.—Heavy rains 
have fallen since tho last report, and more damage 
has been done. Cornand cotton are dying from 
too much moisture and excessive heated weather. 
Unless favorable weather p:evails fortwo weeks 
crops in this parish will be materially shortened. 


Vienna, La., July 13.—Owing to continuous 
heavy rains tor the past week the flattering pros- 
pect of the cotton crop in Lincoln Parish has been 
very materially affected. A good corn crop is al- 
ready assured. 


' VERMILIONVILLE, La., July 13,—It has been 
raining almost daily sinee the last report. The 
outlook for the agricultura) interests in this section 
is serious and threatening. 


Vipa.ia, La., July 13.—Heavy rains have 
done incalculable injury to thecrops. With few 
exceptions the planters will have to abandon fully 
10 per cent. of their eotton crops on account of 
grass. ‘ - . 

Detta, La., July 13.—The recent gentle 
rains have improved crop prospects woaderfully 
since the Jast report. Planters are cheerful and 
sanguine of making a splendid cotton erop and 
abundance of corn—more than euough for home 
consumption, ws 

SHREVEPORT, La., July 13.—Reports from 
the conatry are very conflicting as to the condition 
of the crops. In many localities too much rain is 
reported, and in consequence cotton is grassy. On 
the bottom lands in this vicinity the growth of the 
stalk is too rapid, which seriously impairs the out- 
look of last week. On the hill lands the cotton 
crop generally is reported in good condition, clear 
of grass, and fruiting finely. There are some com- 
plaints of the appearance of worms, but not much 
credence is given to them.

DESTRUCTION OF VALUABLE FISH COLLEC- 
TIONS AT THE INDIANA UNIVERSITY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 13.—The burning 
of the new and main building of the State Univer- 
sity at Bloomington, Ind., at a late hour last 
night is a very serious loss on account of 
tne destruction of the cabinet and library. 
The entire loss is estimated at about $300,000, on 
which the insurance is only $27,000, but the greater 
part of the loss is practically irreparable. The en- 
tire Owen cabinet, containing 85,000 specimens of 


fossils and minerals was in the possession of 
the University. In this collection were the 
original types of many species new to sci- 
ence, described by Prof. David Dale Owen and 
others, as well as many noted specimens both 
from America and Europe. Among the most 
notable of these were the skeletons, nearly per- 
fect, of a large ichthyosaurus from Wiirtemburg 
and of a megalonyx from Henderson, Ky., which 
is described and figured fortunately, by 
Prof. Cope, in the forthcoming report of 
the Indiana Geological Survey. The series 
oa ores of the useful metals was unusually 
complete and yaluable. The university series of 
Ward's casts was also destroyed, but can be readily 
replaced. The heaviest loss was in the zoological 
cabinet, and is about equally divided between 
the university and Profs. Jordan and Gilbert. 
On the third floor, and occupying two sides 
of a large hail, was Prof. Jordan's colieo- 
tion of fishes, the largest private colleetion in 
the world, and also the extensive collection 
of Prof. Gilbert. In these collections were 
typical examples of 300 species, described 
as new. to_ science, by Jordan and 
Gilbert, within the last eight years. There 
were also extensive collections in aleohol 
belonging the _United States National 
Museum, College, Cornell Univer- 
sity, and other institutions, which had been 
.8ent to the university for determination 
and classification. Fortunately for science, 
the greater part of these specimens had 
been described and classified in the re- 
cent reports of the National Museum. They were 
of immeasurable value, however, in com- 
paring and ciassifying new species from 
lime . to time, and their loss can- 
notbe made good except by patient re-ex- 
ploration and seining of most ot]the fresh waters 
and sea-coasts of the entire continent of 
North America. Prof. Gilbert snent tbe 
greater part of last Winter collecting fishes 
in the vicinity of the Isthmus of Panama, under 
the direction of Prof. Baird, the United States 
Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries, and se- 
cured about 40 species new to science. These 
be was engaged in classifying during the 
present Summer; but with the  destruc- 
tion of type specimens, the Joss of 
his cabinet, and valuable private library, 
the work is brought abruptly toan end. The loss 
will be a heavy one to science. President Voss is 
now in the East and Prof. Jordan is in Europe. 
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THE BATH SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
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THE CHARGES OF ' CRUELTY AND * FRAUD 
WHOLLY DISPROVED. 
* BuFFALO, July 13.—The following dispatch 
from a trustworthy correspondent in Bath will be 
published in the Fapress to-morrow: ** The Trus- 
tees of; the Soldiers’ Home finished taking testi- 
mony atnoon They are now looking it over, and 
will report to-morrow afternoon. The charges of 
cruelty,’ extravagance, and mismanagement are 
entirely broken down. Trustee Wheeler, who rode 
over the county procuring affidavits against the 
Home from cranks, State prison birds, and the like, 


and causing them to be published had the able assist- 
ance of Trustee Roekwell, of Elmira, in econduct- 
ing the prosecution. They summoned all the wit- 
nesses they wanted and were given the fullest op- 
portunity. All the eharges against Gen. Pitcher 
were proved absolutely false, and were so reported 
yesterday by the State Grand Army of the Republic 
Comuuittee. The suffeiency and good quality of 
the food was fuily shown. All charges of fraud 
and corruption were simmered down to a 
charge that Trustee Robie had sold goods to 
the Home. They only proved that Quarter- 
master Leavens had bought in open market at 
Robie’s store—usually at less than the market 
price and sOmetimes at cost—about one-third as 
much goods as he had bought at other similar 
stores. Trustee Wheeler. who has been actuated 
by spite against Robie in starting the imvestigation, 
was compeiled to acknowledge _ reluctantly 
that he did not regard Robie as-a dishon- 
est man. The charges of mismanagement 
and unlawfully disposing of Home supplies 
made against Quartermaster Leavens were 
utterly broken down, the slight evidence pro- 
duced being entirely disproved. The character of 
almost all the evidence against the Home was 
wholly farcical. Public sentiment in Bath is all 
one way, and the feeling of indignation against 
Wheeler for causing the scandal isintense. The 
testimony published in the Buffalo “ews since the 
trial began has been garbied and deliberately falsi- 
fied. and evidence disproving the charges has in 
many cases been entirely omitted.”’ >, 


OIL MEN DEMORALIZED. 


THE PITTSBURG MARKET DROPS: TO AN UN- 
USUALLY LOW POINT. 


PittsBuRG, July 13.—To-day was a sort of 
Black Friday for the oil trade, witha tumble in 
prices, wide and rapid fiuctuations, and a general, 
state of complete demoralization. The low prices 
of yesterday afternoon—$1 0834,—were distanced, 
and the fluctuations covered a range of 344 cents. 
The first sales were at $1 0834, after which the 
market developed strength under the report of 


heavy buying at Oils City, until the price 
ran up to $1 00% Then the selling became 
general, and the good feeling gave way before ex- 
hausted margins. Before the trade realized it 
values slid downto $1 0634, the lowest price for 
months. It wasa bad break, and big blocks of oil 
were dropped on the staggering market. The pur- 
ehasers held off or took their oil homeopathiealiy. 
Shortly before noon a reaction carried prices to 
$1 07, and at the noon close $1 0744 was bid. : 

In the afternoon the market was very feverish, 
but there was less selling than in the merning. and 
before the ¢lose the price had reached $1 08. Sales 
during the day were heavy, and it is estimated 
will not fall short of 4,000,000 barreis. The latest 
bear, the Robisson well, between Warren and 
Kinzie, is reported a light well and doing barely 15 
barrels per day. The majority of those interested 
in the trade seem of the opinion that lower prices 
wil! prevail before the market recovers from the 
present demoralization.

INDIANS WAITING TO SURRENDER. 

Wittcox, Arizona, July 13.—From Mr. 
Linderman, who arrived here to-day from San 
Bernardino, it is learned that from 75 to 80 hostile 
Chirieabuas are at that place waiting to surrender. 
They are eommitting no depredations, but are 
waiting for an escort to the reservation. Capt. 
Rafferty, with one troop of cavalry, left Fort 
Bowle yesterday to escort the surrendered bos- 
tiles, and will probably arrive with them in three 
days. Mr. Linderman has an extensive ranch near 
San Bernardino and is a responsible eatte man. 
He reports that the Indians are well supplied 
with arms and ammubpition, and that they have 
large herds of horses, mules, and cattle, presuma- 
bly the result of the raids in Sonora and Chihuabua. 
The hostiles are well-posted in regard to the 
movements of the American authorities, and 
wou d not consent to surrender until Gen. Crook 
had been given charge of reservation affairs. Past 
experience with the Indian Agents dictated this 
course. There is reason to believe that if the con- 
trol had been given exclusively to the Indian De- 
partment the Indians would bave bolted, murder- 
ing many whites.

THE HAVANA STEAMER NIAGARA’ 
DESTROYED BY FIRE. 
PASSENGERS AND CREW RESCUED BY AN 
ENGLISH 8TEAMER—THE VESSEL sCUT- 
TLED IN SHALLOW WATER. 


Havana, July 13.—The English steamer 
Commander arrived outside of this harbor at 
noon with the intelligence that the steam-ship Ni- 
agara, Capt. Baker, of the New-York and Cuba 
Mail Steam-ship Company, which left New-York 
on July 7 for this port, has been destroyed by fire 
off the coast of Florida. Her passengers were al! 
saved and brought here by the English steamer. 
The consignees here of the Niagara bave sent a 
tug-boat to the steamer to take off the rescued pas- 
sengers and bring themtothecity. At5o’clockon 
the morning of the 12th inst, the passengers on tha 
Niagara were roused because a fire had been dis- 
covered in the second hold forward. The steamer 
was then between Fowey Rocks and Carysfort 
Reef, off the southern cuast of Florida. Strenuous 
efforts were made to extinguish the fire, but they 
proved @ no avail. Smoke continued to pour 
from the ventilators. At 5:30 A. M. a brigantine 
hove in sight. The Niagara hoisted a signal of dis- 
tress and made forthe vessel. Capt. Baker. of the 
Niagara, soon descried a steamer toward the 
south. He then made for the steamer, which 
proved to be the Commander, Capt. Newton, 
bound from Liverpool to Vera Cruz. At7A. M. 
the Niagara's passengers and mails were put 
aboard the Commander. The two steamers re- 
mained together, and the Niagara went ahead until 
about 4 P. M., when she stopped to send the purser, 
stewardess, and safe aboard the Commander. Capt. 
Baker then turned the Niagara toward the Fiori- 
da coast and ran herashore in 16 feet of water, 
near the Alligator Reef Liehthouse, off Indian Key.. 
The purser was instrueted to charter at Havanaga 
number of steam tugs with pumps to assist in rais- 
ing the steamer. When raised she will proceed to 
Havana. 

The Niagara had on board 25 passengers, one of, 
whom was a lady. There was no panic when the 
fire was announeed. The passengers highly praise 
the behavior of Capt. Baker and the erew of the: 
Niagara and the kindness of Capt. Newton, of the: 
Commander. The fire is supposed to have been: 
caused by the ignition of oil, turpentine, or some 
other inflammable matter stored near the'engine- 
rooms. Some of the passengers had noticed a 
smell of smoke at 2 o’clock in the morning, bat 
thought it came from material burning on shore. 


The Niagara isa brigantine-rigged screw pro- 
peller. She was built by John Roach.& Sons, at 
Chester, Penn., and was launched April 28, 1877. 
The vessel is 292 feet long, hasa breadth ef beam-of 
38 feet, and is 23 feetdeep.” Sheis puilt throughout 
of American iron and has a capacity of. 2,285 tons. 
She is divided into five water-tight compartments 
and has three decks. The compound engine which 
drives her propeller is of 1,650-horse power. ; Fout 
boilers, carrying 80 pounds of ‘steam tothe square 
inch, furnish the motive power. The propeller is 


14 feet in diameter, with 21, feet: pitch,.and makes 
75 revolutions per minute. she carries 2,500 yards 
of canvas. he saloon,: staterooms, smoking- 
room, and officers’ quarters are all.on the main 
deck.

» The cargo of the Niagara was a miscellaneous 
one, but among the different kinds of goods there 
was a qnantity of inflammable - material, which. 
when once ignited, would baffle ail efforte to. ex~ 
tinguish it.

of turpentine, 25 cases of tar, 220 gallons of safety- 
oil, and 68 eases of cod-liver-oil. Among the other 
articles of cargo were some 6,000 sacks of flour, 300 
bags of peas and beans, acid earboys, chemicals,.

'A NORWEGIAN BARK LOST. ~ 
’ A telegraphic dispatch from Batavia an- 
nounces that the Norwegian bark Mindet, which 
sailed from this City in March last, was totally lost 
on June 12 in latitude 41° south longitude 30° east, 
and that two of the crew were lost. The Mindet 
was of 921 tons burden, and was built of oak in 1880 
at Lubec, Me. She belonged to the port of Dram- 
men in Norway. She was 176 feet long, 30 feet 
broad, and 20 feet deep. She ranked 8, 3, L 1, 1, im 
the French Lloyds, and Al 1 in American Lloyds. 
She was commanded by Capt. Brunsgaard, and her 
crew was composed of Swedes, Norwegians, and 
Germans. Last February the Mindet arrived in 
this City with a cargo of sugar from Zebu, Phbili- 
pine Islands, and after unloading she took a cargo 
uf 28,000 cases of petroleum, valued at about 
$28,000, belonging to Messrs, Carter & Hawley. 
of Front-street, for Angier, and on March 2g 
sailed from this port. Messrs. Vernon H. Brown 
& Co., of No. 23 Beaver-street, were brokers for 
the Captain and the.owners. They spoke highly. 
of Capt. Brunsgaard as one of the abiest and most: 
prudent Captains in the Norwegian merchant ma- 
rine service.

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TJEWEKSBURY ALMS-HOUSE. 
ARGUMENTS BY MR. BROWN AND GOV. BUT 


LER BEFORE THE COMMITTER, 

Boston, July 13.—Mr. Brown commenced 
the argument for the defense in the Tewksbury 
Alms-house investigation this morning. He called 
attention to the charges of mismanagement at the 
institution as made by the Governor in his inau- 
gural, which had been sent broadcast, and to the 
universal demand that these charges be investl- 
gated. He gave figures to show that under Mr. 
Marsh's euperintendency the alms house was ran 
economically, and read from Mrs. Leonard's re- 
cent report to show tiat the institution was in a 


od condition. His Excellency had called 12 wit- 
esses to prove that certain human skins had been 
. There was not a pretense that anybody 
at Tewksbury or any officer at Harvard Colleze 
ever knew of this tanning. His Excellency’s ewn 
evidence went to disprove thé claim that the re- 
mains of bodies dissected were not decently dis- 
posed of. As to Dr. Dixwell's testimony, it showed 
p condition of things so absurd that it feil of its 
own weight. Reverting tothe charge of crue'ty, 
Mr. Brown asserted that of the 10 inmates who 
testified upon this point there was not one 
that did not have a questionable record. 
He compared the cost of the maintenance of the 
inmates at Tewksbury with that of the inmates of 
the National Soldiers’ Home at Dayton, showing 
the former to be about $1 less per week than the 
latter, and said he would like the Governor to an- 
swer why the people at Tewksbury sheuld not be 
as tenderiy eared for as at Dayton. As to the 
death of foundlings, Mr. Brown challenged con- 
tradiction in saying that not another Institation 
could be where only such foundlings were 
received as were supposed could not possibly live. 
Taking up the experts’ testimony concerning the 
books of the institution, be severely criticised that 
of Fairbanks, who, he said, had made 45 mistakes 
in 60 statements. There were only 15 persons in 25 
years who appeared by the books to be drawing 
rations when they were not there to eat them. 
This same expert went to another eubject—that 
of the inmates’ cash—and criticised 54 cases out of 
B.600 in the memorandum-books, two of which 
were notin Charlies Mareh’s writing. It was re- 
markable that of these 3,600 persons only 2 came 
to offer complaint. 

Answering the charge that the law_had_ been 
outraged in the disposal of the dead, Mr. Brown 
said that no body but that of Park which had been 
buried ever went to the dissecting-table. The 
whole conduct of th's business had been reviewed 
by the Trustees, and it could not be impeached. 
The Governor never intended to examine T. J. 
Marsh, Jr., and it was the greatest joke of Butler's 
life when he made the majority of the committee 
believe that Marsh was in contempt. For 16 years 
no suspicion against tho latter existed, and the 
Trustees, having learned the character of those 
making the charges against him, very properly dis-

Tewkebury for 850.000 or $70.000. God save the 

oor! The institution bad never been properly 
@upporied by the State, and why the people from 
Ireland, who made 50 per cent. of the inmates, 
could swear to the contrary he could net under- 
stand. The institution necded $25,000 more a year 
than it has now, and on July 1 more than one-half 
of the year’s appropriation was spent. It was the 
committee’s duty to show that Tewksbury wes

After the recess the Governor began his fina) ar- 
gument. He dwelt on the character and aims of 
the institution at Tewksbury and the inability to 
procure investigation under former authorities, 
and set forth that the administration of the insti- 
tution for a quarter of a’ century had been wrong 
in petaipte. besnuse it was incharge of members 
of one family during that time. They became 
a clique. They projected each other. They 
turned out every one that made complaint. 
The administration had been characterized by 
nepotism to the last degree. The Governor re- 
viewed the personal history of Capt. Marsh, saying 
that until his children grew up the institution was 
economically conducted. 

The cruel and abusive treatment of inmates 
was taken up, the “Governor citing the evi- 
dence of his witnesses as to the great 
mortality among babies by negiect and 
mattreatment. He detailed minutely several cases 
of alleged cruelty and malpractice, including that 
of Eva Bowen. The Governor closed by declaring 
that he had only done his dutyin stirring up the 
aims-house investigation.

HEAVY SUMMER STORMS. 
TIDINGS OF GREAT DAMAGE IN VARIOUS 
PARTS OF THE COUNTRY. 


Sr. Paut, July 13.—The wind and hail 
storm of Wednesday night was general, but caused 
serious damage only inafew places. A Belle- 
plaine special to the Ptoneer-Press says the track of 
the storm was about half a mile wide and reversed 
from the westtoeast. Much damage was inflicted. 
The grainin the track of thestorm is destroyed and 
will not be worth cutting. Several trees in 
different parts of the village were blown 
down. The German Catholic school-house 
was unroofed, and about every west window 
in houses in the borough was riddled by 
the hall. Glass was in great demard yesterday. 
In the Belleplaine Hotel building over 100 lights 
were broken. The storm was not of long dura- 
tion, but it was terrible to witness. One farmer in 
this vicinity says his loss will be about one-quarter 
of his crop. Others lose their whole crop. 

An Aurora (Dakota) special says: A heavy 
hail, wind, and rainstorm raged last night 
in the north-east corner of Brookings 


County, about 25 miles north-east of this 
plaee. Hail-stones 2 inehesin diameter fell, cut- 
ting grain and corn all to pieces. The storm 
reached in a south-east direction. crossing the State 
line apd striking Lake Benton at Owatonna, Minn. 
The new exhibition building, partly finished, on 
the State fair grounds, one-third of a mile east of 
the City Park, was blown 14 feet from its founda- 
tion and destroyed. The building was 72 by 120 
feet, with 22-foot posts. Some trees were broken 
} eda about the city, but no other damage was 
one. 


Counci, Biurrs, Iowa, July 13.—Special 
dispatches to the Nonpariel from McPaul, Plum 
Hollow, Percival, and Hamburg, on the Kansas 
Central Railroad. in Fremont County, give the 
particulars of a frightful cyclone and terrific hail- 
storm that visited that section at 12 o'clock 
to-dey. Owing to the damage done tele- 
graph lines the particulars are meagre to-night. 
At McPaul great damage was done to buildings 
and crops. A large two-story brick school-house 
was demolished. Several houses were blown 
down, and one in which was a woman and a 
new-born infant was blown to pieces. The occu- 
pants escaped serious injuries. The wheat in the 
surrounding country was completely beaten to 
the ground. Corn, grass, and trees were 
leveled and cut to pieces by the hail, 
which fell as large as hen’s eggs 
The station of the Kansas Central Railway at Mc- 
Paulis almost a total wreck, while there is nota 
house in the town with a whole window in it. 
It is reported that 10 ersons are more 
or less injured there and in the vicinity, although 
no one has been killed. The storm seems to 
have started at or near Pacific Junction, 
and to have taken a eoutherly course. 
growing in fierceness and power as it 
reached Percival, McPaul, and Pium Hollow. 
At all three pointe great damage was done 
by wind and hail. It is thought that a large num- 
ber of cattie, horses, and hogs were killed by hai), 
which fell thick and fast during the storm. It is 
reported that’ Hambnrg also was visited and that 
eonsiderable damage was done there. 


Sr, Louis, July 18.—A few minutes before 
6 o’elock to-night a heavy wind and rain storm 
passed over the city and dil considerable 
damage both on land and on river. The tow- 
boat Charley Bowen, with the barge Red Wing, 
was blown from its moorings at the foot of 
Buchanan-street, in the northern part of the city, 
forced across the river and driven ashore just 
above the bridge. Her bow was stove in and she 
was sunk. The barge struck a pier of the 
bridge and sank. The propeller Nagotache and 
a canal-boat belonging in Chicago were blown 
from the lumber yards, in the northern part of the 
city, across the river, but both landed safely at 
Venice. A lumber raft containing 900,000 feet of 
boards, and a raft of logs of 800,000 feet were 
driven from their moorings and floated down 
the river. The lumber raft struck the bridge and 
was broken into three or four pieces, and five men 
on it had a narrow escape from drowning, but 
were rescned by a tug. Three tugs and a tow-boat 
were sent after the rafts.

One field of 100 acres of corn 
was made absolutely worthless. Numerous 
instances of this kind could be given. Near 
Prineeton the storm crossea the Mississippi River 
and continued its work in Rock Island and White- 
side Counties. 


HARRISONBURG, Va., July 13.—A most dam- 
agivg flood prevailed in this place last night. At 
abouté o'clock two angry clouds met just north of 
the town, and the rain poured down in torrents, 
Black's Run, a small rivelet running through the 
town, became a river, the water spreading over 
some of the principal streets. Shocks of wheat from 
neighboring fields. hogs, chickens, fences, small 
houses, and an endless drift came pouring through 
the main thoroughfares. Many private houses 
wero flooded and greatly damaged. An Irishman, 
while attempting to save some hogs in a pen, was 
swept down the stream, and came near losing his 
life. Pavements, sidewalks, and foot-bridges were 
swept away and the streets were greatly damaged. 
The whole population was out on the streets until 
after midnight. It is impossible at present to esti- 
mate the damage done to property. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 13.—A meagre re- 
port has just been received of a violent storm 
which swept down the Missouri River about noon 
to-day from some point below Omah:. At Ham- 
burg. in the extreme south-west portion of Iowa, 
its force amounted to that of a tornado, and sev- 
eral buildings were blown down. At Atchison and 
St. Joseph terrents ef rain fell accompanied by 
high winds. The front windows of the telegraph 
office in the former place were blown in. Partigu- 
lars cannot yet be obtained owing to interruption 
of the telegraphic communication. 


LincoLn, Neb., July 13,—A severe storm 
struck this portion of Nebraska at noon to-day, 
doing much damage to property in and about 
the city. The wind reached the velocity of 
a hurricane, and was accompanied by hail and 
rain, which fell with terrific force. In the resi- 
dence portion of the city trees were blown down 
and numerous fences and outbuildings tumbled 
over. The wind was the sirongest known here for 
years. The storm lasted about an hour. 


Sr. Josern, Mo., July 13.—A special to the 
Hervaid from Maryville, Mo., says that that place 
was Visited by a cycione between 12 
and 1 o’clock to-day.

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VICTOR HUGO'S CROMWELL 


7H# FAMOUS DRAMA 70 BE AOTED 
NEXT WINTER. 

ITS FORTHCOMING PRODUCTION AT THE 

THEATRE DE L’ODEON, IN PARIS, AFTER 


BEING NEGLECTED 55 YRARS. 

From the London Telegraph. 
Comparatively few porsons have ever heard, 
weshould say, that Oliver Cromwell, sometime 
Lord High Protector of the Commonwealth of 
Engiand, was, In bis youth, asan undergraduate of 
Oxtord, ejected from that ancient seat of learning, 
first on account of his “low extraction,” ard next 
for the’otfense of walking on the college grass- 
plots. Most people, on the other hand, are con- 
tent to believe that the future ruler of these realms 
was borna gentleman of long descent, being the 
grandson of Sir Henry Cromwell, of Hinchin- 
brooke, in the County of Huntingdon, and 
that from the grammar school of his native 
town the university to which the youthful 
Oliver proceeded was not Oxford, but Cambridge, 


where, in 1716, he was admitted a Fellow-Com- 
moner of Sidney. To many, again, it will be news 
that John Milton was a Doctor of Civil Law, and 
that Cromwell, while highly esteeming the learning 
of his Latin secretary as a theologian, thought him 
& Very poor poet, and in particular was addicted 
to twitting him on the absurdities and incon- 
gruities contained in a poem of bis called 
**Paradise Lost'’'—an epic which most Eng- 
lish-speaking PT ee believe not to have 
been publish until long after Cromwell's 
death. It may be, furthermore, slightly start- 
ling to the simple-minded to learn that 
Col. Titus, the author of the famous pamphlet 
called ** Killing no Murder,” lay, in the year 1657, 
for nine months a prisoner in the Tower; the gen- 
eralimpression being that, until after the restora- 
tion it was not known that Col, Titus ws the 
author of “Killing no Murder’ at ali. finally, 
some gentle astonishment may be excited by the 
assertion that Miles Syndercemb, the conspirator 
against the life of Cromwell, was fiung into the 
River Thames by the indignant populace, But we 
live in strange times, and it is never too late 
to learn. ‘Things even stranger than those at 
which we have glanced will, unless the relatives 
and friends of one of the most illustrious of living 
French poets succeed in dissuading him froma 

reposterous intent, be set forth before the 

arisian play-going public in the course of the 
coming Winter, when, at the ThéAtre de l’Odéon, 
it is announced, M. Victor Hugo’s drama of 
‘Cromwell 
ble author himself, will be for the first time pro- 
duced as an acting play. 

Asa literary performance, ** Cromwell” will be 
in October next 55 years old. It is in five acts, and 
it fills, inclusive of a voluminous protees, 500 pages 
of aroyal octavo volume. In the preface, com- 
posed at the mature age of 25, the author inci- 
dentally indicates his extreme repugnance to cor- 
rect anything which he has written, on the ground 
that a completed work should be left alone, and 
that he ignores the art of “soldering a thing of 
beauty in the place where a flaw had been dls- 
covered.”’ Fanits, according to M. Hugo, ate 
often a condition native and necessary to the 
quality of beauty. What medal, he asks, has not 
its reverse? If M. Victor Hugo holdsin 1883 the 
same critical opinions that he held in 1827 his task 
of adapting “ Cromwell’ to the stage will be re- 
stricted to shortening its inordinate length. Still, 
at the first-named epoch, while calmly declaring 
his drama to be ‘‘an innocent, exact, and consci- 
entious image of Cromwell and his time,”’ he was 
candid enough to admit that, if the Dramatic Cen- 
sor permitted the play to be performed in pub- 
lic, it would run a chance of being hissed. 
Upon what may be the effect of M. Hu- 
go's juvenile performance on an Odéon 
audience, long since acoustomed to _ the 
most grotesque dramatic monstrosities, it woula 
be premature to speculate: but English, critics at 
least have the right to inquire bow far the assertion 
of M. Hugo that his play is ‘an innocent, exaet, 
and conscientious Image of Cromwell and bis time” 
is justified by fact. With his delineation of the 
character of the Great Protector himself we will 
not quarrel. Notwithstanding all the researches 
and all the philosophical acumen of Mr. Carlyle, 
the real man, Oliver Cromwell, is still ina great 
measure hidden from us. There are multitudes of 
historical students who firmly believe that no 
more that is good concerning Oliyer oan be said 
than was said by Clarendon, who, in summing up 
the Protector’s career, pronouneed that “as he 
bad all the wickedness against which damnation is 
denounced, and for which hel-fire is prepared, so 
be bad some virtues which have caused the mem- 
ory of some men in all ages to be celebrated; and 
he will be looked upon by posterity asa brave, 
wicked man.” Onthe other hand, students o? a 
different way of thinking hold that Oliver was not 
only “the greatest Prince that ever reigned in 
England,” but one of the truest patriots that 
ever lived. M. Hugo’s “ Cromwell” 1s a kind 
of compound of Napoleon I. and King Clandius 
in “Hamlet.” In unraveling plots and con- 
spiracies against his Government and his life, he 
exhibits truly Napoleonic astuteness; although, 
unlike the ‘founder of the Bonaparte dynasty,.be 
freely forgives the conspirators and would-be as- 
sassing when they are in his power. For the rest, 
on the rare oceasions when he js left alone on the 
stage, he expresses bitter remorse for his share in 
the death of CharlesI. It is, however, the amas- 
ing group of personages whom the dramatist has 
brought round Cromwell who must be glanced at 
when M. Hugo’s claim to historic accuracy and con- 
scientiousness isexamined. The dramatis persone 
comprise no fewer than 80 characters, including 
the Protector himself, his eldest son, Richard, his 
wife,'Elizabeth Bourchier, and his daughters, Bridg- 
et Fleetwood, Elizabeth Lady Cleypole, Mary 
Lady Fauconberg—whom M. Hugo calls “ Falcon- 
bridge’—and Frances, whose first husband was 
Mr. Robert Rieh, grandson of the Earlof Warwick. 
Not one of the ladies, with the exception of the 
last, has the slightest connection with the conduct 
of the drama; while Frances Cromwell, a lady of 
great piety and virtue, who married Mr. Rich in 
the very year—1657—in which the action of the 
play ts laid, is made to figure in &n absurd hoax, by 
means of which Wilmot, the witty Earl of Roches- 
ter, who, disguised as a Puritan divine by the 
pame of **Obedodom,” has, on the recommenda- 
tion of Milton, been appointed domestic Chaplain 
to the Protector, and who, in that capacity, bas 
made desperate love to the Lady Frances, and js 
coerced into marrying her old and withered at- 
tendant, Dame Gugglizoy. The chivalrous Mar- 
quess of Ormond, banished at the instigation of Sir 
William Davenant, is the head of a band of con- 
spirators, comprising Lord Broghill,Gens. Lambert 
and Fleetwood, the Earl of Rosebery, Sir Char‘es 
Wolseley, and other cavaliers, who surround the 
palace of Whitevall with the object of kidnaping 
the Protector, who was to have been drugged by a 
potion administered to him,by his domestic Chap- 
Jaiu and so put on board shipand conveyed beyond 
sea to Cologne, there to be delivered up to the 
exiled Charles Ii. Cromwell, however, who has 
been all along in the secret. forces Rochester, alias 
** Obedodom,”’ to drink the potion intended for 
Oliver, and the sham Chaplain is carried out offthe 
palace by the conspiring lords. They give up the 
project of sending him on shipboard, and are 
about to dispatch bim with their daggers, when he 
is saved by the intervention ef Richard Cromwell, 
who has long been one of their boon companions, 
and who ls after a mauner a conspirator himself, 
seeing that he has not scruple4 to denounce his 
father as atyrant anddrink the health of King 
Charles IT. at a convivial meeting of cavaliers. 

Throughout the drama there is no eurcease in ex- 
travagant falsifications of events and characters 
most familiar in English history, but the olimux of 
absurdity is reached when Cromwell, ** trom infor- 
mation which he has received,” gets all the cava- 
lier conspirators, the Marquis of Ormond, Lords 
Rosebery, Rochester, Broghill, and the rest into his 
his clutehes. They are. at the outset, condemned 
to death, but they wait in a body on the Pro- 
tector at Whitehall in their shirts, barefooted, 
and with ropes round their necks, complaining 
| that: they are about to be hanged at Tyburn, 
and insisting on their constitutional right as 
peers of the realm to have their heads cut off on 
‘Tower Hill. The merest tyro in historical studies 
is aware that no such rignt ever existed, and that 
it was the prerogative of the Crown, and of the 
Crown only, to substitute decapitation for the 
usual and horrible punishment for high treason. 
Noblemen were beheaded, not as a matter of 
right, but of favor. Finally, M. Hugo bas not for- 
gotten the historical league between the Royalists 
and the Levellers, Independents, Antinomians, and 
Fifth Monarchy men for the destruction of Crom- 
well; but he has converted the very grim story of 
Sexby and Syndercompd’s conspiracy into an outra- 
geous farce. He makes the Protector pardon 
all the bare-footed eavaliers In their shirts, with 
the exception of one William Murray, a weak- 
kneed knight who had been “whipping boy” to 
| Charles 1. when Prince or Wales, whom he orders 





his juvenile experiences: but scarcely have the 
conspirators, astonished at the laxity which has 
been shown them, departed rejoteing. than John

A GREAT DEPRESSION CAUSED BY OOM- 


PETITION. 
From the Saturday NDeview. 

The annual tea race this year has resulted in 
the victory, forthe second time in succession, of 
the Stirling Castle. She left Hankow at 4 A. M. 
on May 22, and was tn dock in London at2:30 P. M. 
on June 22; that is to say, she made a river voy- 
age of nearly 800 miles, and all the distance by sea, 
including the stoppages in the Suez Canal, from 
China to London, in 81 days 10K hours—the quick- 
est passage on record. The feat is remarkable, 
and justifies the congratulations that havé been 
addressed to the builders and the owners of the ves- 
sel. But not the less is this annual tea race & 
senseless and dangerous folly. Beyond a certain 
Tate of speed every knot gained involves the con- 
sumption of a disproportionately large quantity or 
coal. Therefore the bo!lers are heated to a dan- 
gerous degree, and the whole machinery is 
strained. Sooner or later the competition is likely 
to lead to an accident that will cost much life and 
cause the destruction of valuable property. And 
the risk is run for no adequate advantage. The 


only object is to roach the market early. That it 
is commercially important to abridge the length of 
time spent in transporting goods from the place of 
production to the place of consumption cannot be 
disputed. The success of the Suez Canal proves it 
beyond all doubt, if there were need of proof. For, 
in spite of the high dues levied by the Cana! Com- 
pany, more and more of the Eastern trade is every 
year taking the direction of the canal. But while 
this is true, the risks run in racing from China to 
London are strongly to be condemned. A new ves- 
sel, built upon the most improved system, and with 
an express view to rpeed, may escape those risks 
for a time, but all her competitors are not equally 
likely to come out of the contest with safety. And 
even ifallofthem are wel! built and well found, 
the rivalry ts likely to engender a reckléss spirit of 
competition that may lead to collisions and 
accidents of all kinds. Nevertheleas, we fear there 
is little chance of putting astop to this annual 
race. Competition is so keen the tea trade that 
shippers and ship-owners w rain themselves to 
the utmost to reach the market before their com- 
ob prop This year, for instance ther vessel 

ad the start of the Stirling Castle from Hankow 
by nearly two days, but she was overtaken 
and passed bythe Stirling Castle, There was in 
consequence extreme interest fe\t in London as to 
whether the Stirling Castle would reach the dock 
on Friday or Saturday of last week; so much so 
that itis said some brokers remained at the dock 
all Thursday night waiting for their samples. If 
she reached the dock on Friday it would be possi- 
ble tohave samplesof her tea in the market 
the next day, and thns those who had sent 
the new season's tea by her would have 
the market to themselves for a whole 
day without the possibility of competition. 
On the other hand, it she did not reach the dock 
until Saturday, sales could not he effected until 
Monday; and by that time the Glenogle might be 
in the Thames. The mere anticipation of rivals by 
a single day is so highly prized that every effort 
will doubtless continue to be made to insure the 
advantage; and ship-owners will join in those 
efforts, partiy because it is their business to meet 
the requirements of shippers who employ them, 
and partly because they value the prestige of own- 
ing the fastest steamer affoat. Such prestige at- 
tructs freights, and, if they wish to sell their ves- 
sels insures to them a good price. Until, then, 
some accident occurs to bring home to all con- 
cerned the seriousness of the risks they are run- 
ning, and to awaken public opinion to the folly of 
this annual race, it is hardly lixely that it will pe 
brought to an end. 

The competion of which this annual race ts one 
symptom has caused a great depression in the tea 
trade for several years past. In the city it Is gen- 
erally feared that, sooner or later, there must be a 
crash in the trade, which may bring down houses 
of considerable importance. It is said that the 
losses both of shippers from China and of import- 
ers into this country are constant and heavy, and 
that the number of private liquidations is exceed- 
ingly large, while the withdrawals trom the trade 
of persons who have lost a great part of their capi- 
tal are also numerons. How far this view of the 
matter is correet it Is extremely difficult to say. 
At first sight it appears improbable that men would 
go on year after year in a trade in which they are 
losing money. Usually when a trade becomes un- 
profitable capital is withdrawn from it. But, 
asa matter of fact,in the tea trade the number 
of competitors is yearly increasing, and it seems 
searcely likely that this would be the case if the 
trade were as unprofitable as it is represented to 
be. Butthe answer of the city alarmists is that 
the number of competitions is increasing because 
they have nothing to lose, and know that they can- 
not be worse off than they are. On the other hand, 
one of the British Consuls in China points out that 


the argument of the alarmists is based, to some’ 


extent at least, upon mistaken premises. Tea is 
bought in China at certain prices for certain weichts 
and measures, but he tells us that the weights and 
measures vary from warehouse to warchouse; that 
abatements are madein the published price, and 
that there are also abatements made in various 
other ways. lf this be so, it is possible that the 
trade is much sounder than it is supposed to 
be. A few years ago almost the whole of the 
tea drank in this country was supplied by 
China, but last year India supplied more than 
one-third of the quantity that China supplied, and 
in the first five months of the current year the 
Indian proportion has risen. Further, the imports 
from China have remained almost stationary for 
three years, while those from India are steadily 
and largely augmenting, The increase of the sup- 
ply ought, as a matter of course, to lower prices, 
and, in fact, it has lowered prices to the consumer. 
The shippers in China, knowing the English mar- 
ket, onght to be able to avail themselves of the 
competition of India, and to buy tea at a profit for 
themselves. But the belief in the city is that their 
fierce competition prevents them from availing 
themselves of their opportunity, and that they go 
on losing year after year. If this be so, there can 
be little doubt thet a crash will come some day, 
At all events it is certain that the price of tea has 
been steadily falling for a eonsiderable time, that 
there are complaints in Minelng-lane that for 
many yeara past the trade has been in a bad way, 
and that there are bankers in the city who will not 
buy bilisdrawn by houses in the trade. As re- 
gards the prospects of the present year, there are 
conflicting reports of the crop in China. From 
some quarters it is reported the yield is 4,000,000 
pounds less than last year, while in other quarters 
the defieit is reported to be only about half as 
much. But on all sides it seems to be admitted 
that the cropis smaller than last year’s. And in 
this country the stock actua!ly held is considerably 
less than it was 12 mionths ago. Moreover, it has 
been steadily decreasing during the past few 
months. Under these circumstances, the proba- 
billty would seem to be that there will, before 
long, be a rise in the price of tea. We are speaking 
now, however, only of the wholesale price. Itis 
hardly probable that the rise will be such as to af- 
fect the consumer, unless, indeed, there should be 
war between China and France.

A very curious and interesting collection of 
personal relics belonging to the famous beautiful 
Duchess whom Sir Joshua Reynolds and Gains- 
borough painted among their finest portratts was 
dispersed under the hammer of Messrs. Sotheby 
last week. Theee had long been treasured up by 
Lady Spencer-Clifford, along with, many others 
which had belonged to Lady Betty Foster, the 
bosom friend of Georgiana, and who, strangely 
enough, after the death of the Duchess became 
herself her successor in the affections of the Duke 
asthe second Duchess, and was also painted by 
Sir Joshua, Besides many pretty trinkets—albums, 
Sévres and Dresden cups and saucérs, lockets 
with locks of hair, and bonquets of flowers dead 


this hundred years, there were a considerable 
number of autograph letters from eminent 
persons. Among these were several from Lady 
Byron to her husband, the poet, and one of great 
interest, which would seem entirely to confirm the 
views of Mr. Jeaffreson tn the latest life of Byron, 
although it has not hitherto been publicly seen. 
There were also some poem: in the autograph of 
Byron, one ‘Hear my Prager,’ probably unpub- 
lished, dated 1812. This sold for £22 10s., (Bain.)

A STRANGE RAILWAY INCIDENT, 

A Liverpool paper says:,‘‘The occurrence on! 
the Holyhead line, of an engine driver and stoker 
falling asleep while on duty, and the narrow es- 
cape of the Irish mail, was even more serious than 
reported. It would appear from inquiries made; 
last night at Llandudno Junction that the signal 
man there, by extraordinary presence of mind, 
saved the Irish mail passengers on Tuesday night 


from what might haye proved a terrible fate. The 
signalman at the junction received a message from 
the signal man at Conway, the next station toward 
Holyhead, that a light engine was coming. The 
signal man, knowing that the Irish?mail was due, 
decided to run the engine into a siding, in order to 
permit the express to pass. He accordingly put 
up all the signals against the light engine, but to 
his extreme astonishment the engine came straight 
into the junetion at full speed, swept around the 
corner, dashing past all the danger signals, and dis- 
appeared from view down the line toward Chester. 
A moment’s reflection convinced the signal man 
that both driver and stoker must be asleep and 
that unless they awoke an awful calamity might 
eocur. He accordingly wired tothe Colwyn Bay 
station signal man: ‘“‘Engine coming. Driver 
asleep. Put fog signals on the line.’ The man at 
Colwyn Bay was equally prompt, for running out 
of his box he had barely time to lay a number of 
signals when the engine came thundering along, 
and the explosion whion followed effectaaily 
awoke the drowsy men. The engine was stopped 
and run back intoa siding, when it was discovered 
that the fire had gone out, the water had disap- 
peared from the boiler, and that the men had been 
asleep some time. An inquiry has resulted in their 
immediate Cischarge. They had peen 15 hours on

NEW PUBLICATIONS

No ope could properly say that in this 
eountry there exists a lack of general knowledge 
of vublic men. Whoever runs for an office of 
distinction gets his life written at least once, 
and this is only the beginning of the biograph- 
{cal attention that lies in store for him at the 
hands of countless newspapers and magazines. 
Freauentiy these contributions to the store of 
human knowledge are commonplace as liter- 
ary productions and disorderly rubbish as 
sources of useful information, while some of 
them, tossy nothing of their form or their 
utility, are marvelously uninteresting. ‘The 
volume before us of biographical sketches 
by Mr. Howard Carroll comprises sketches 
of 12 eminent and distinguished Ameri- 
cans who have been honored wherever 


they were known. And yet it could hardly 
be said that one of them is popularly known 


and und as an individnal apart from 
his achievements. The personalities of the 
men, the tem ents, the private associa- 


tions, what may be called thé private environ- 
ments, remain yet to be adequately disclosed, 
and it is the specific merit of Mr. Carroll's vol- 
ume thatit discloses them. He shows these 
not as statesmen “or as actors, but as 

men endowed with the ordintry qualities that 
to human nature, and thus ithas been 

his aim—as he says himself—to deal with por- 
traiture rather than with subtie analysis, He 
has been on terms of friendly acquaintance 
with many of his subjects, and his material 
has beep derived through long and frequent 
conversation, so that it oftentimes appears in 
the form of a quoted conversation, while the 
facts have the same authoritative value when 
Mr. Carroll sets them fortn in his own lan- 


Re parts of this material are in consequence en- 
tirely new to the public, and their biographi- 
cal bearings are unquestionably and obviously 
of importance, In fact, extended 
biographies of these 12 Americans could not 
now be properly written should this source of 
information be ignored. Mr. Carrol! writes 
with the practiced skillof a journalist. He 
knows the thing worth saying, and the effect-

breezy, wake spirit that sustains inter- 
est through every chapter. Some of the pa- 
pers seem like conversations enjoyed by the 
reader with the subj while others shed an 
entirely fresh and clear light upen the careers 
and im ce of public men. This latter is 
true of the sketch of + spr nen Ham- 
lin, whose patriotic fervor and absorbing un- 
selfishness a most effectively brought out. 
What we should call Mr. Carroll’s optimism, 
were there not some reproach nowadays im- 
lied in that word, is CO gettocege | quality of 
book, True, ind none of these men 
has led a life that is open to a cen- 
sure, and yet it is a matter for remark 
that Mr. Carroll finds in all of them 
some of those private qualities that man- 
kind have always been fond of praising, 
and it is this element of sympathy with h 
subjects that, in one respect, fitted him to pre- 
pare his sketches so well. Not the majority 
of bi phers possess this quality, and more’s 
the icy. More also is the need for recogni- 
tion here for Mr. Carroll’s ion of it. He 
claims, properly and justly, that the sketches 
teach many a wholesome lesson by laying bare 
the motives which have actuated men eminent 
in widely different walks of life. And this 
sympathy of treatment is seen in the effective- 
ness with which he lays bare the motives of 
men so widely different as Mr. Adams and 
Mr. Jefferson. From their original, form the 
sketches have been carefully revised and re- 
written, including extended enlargements and 
foot notes ref to late events, Here is 
one of the additions, it being from the sketch 
of Horatio Seymour: 

2 to his last conversation with Mr, 
eer ee bavere said to me: ‘That last inter- 
view with the . great man who had been my 
life-long friend impressed me deeply. I then 
made up my mind that no man should cheat him- 
self out of the repose of his old age. In his last 
days, if his life had not been a barren one, it seems 
to me that every man should have much to think 
of, that he should devote himself to such thought 
and tosuch usefulness in his private cirele as he 
migbt be fitted for.

Seldom, however, does the public recall how 
close a parallel, in point of production, is of- 
fered by the wor journalist of to-day. 
An easy arithmeti computation on this 
point would be instructive, The journalist 
who uces only a singie column or so each 
day in the year easily produces enough matter 
to make four volumes of an ordinary size— 
volumes of 300 or each and 
crowded witn facts gained only af- 
ber painstaking industry. Four volumes 
i ear, of course, would resent 

a life-time of activity far more than tt or 
Singlehorseman James sent forth. Mr, Car- 
roll has for several years been a conspicuous 
example of the working journalist of to-day, 
and as such is widely known, so that Pereira 
no better example could be chosen n his 
work of the demands which journalism makes 
eo many who choose it for their profession.

something that his broker or lawyer friend 
may amuse himself with reading, and ere he 
knows it has written a book. What then was 
& mere accident, or temporary avocation, be- 
comes in the public eye the journalist's first 
achievement in literature, while the work 
that really put him to the test, that led to his 
professional advancement, that gave him the 
standing he has as a journalist, the public 
knows but little of. Mr. Carroll’s volume is a 
noteworthy example of this fact, and the 
thousands of readers it is sure to obtain. ought 
to bear the fact in mind.

COMPARISON OF RELIGIONS. 


TEN GREAT RELIGIONS. PART Il, A COMPARI- 
‘SON OF ALL RELIGIONS. J Jamn@s FREc#wAN 
CLaRxKy. Boston: HoventTsx, MirFLw & Co, 1883. 


In 1871 Mr. James Preemga Clarke pub- 
lished his **’Ten Great Religions,”’ a book that 
found many reacers and among them not a 
few who were startied by the boldness of his 
stand. It was inevitable that others should 
find it neither very novel nor very bold. For 
Mr. Clarke did not pretend to discoveries in a 
subject treated by special students like Le 
Page Renout, Max Miller, Rhys Davids, nor 
did he aim to please the narrow circle of the 
widely read, He wrote for a larger circle, and 
his tone was expository. A good deal of eom- 
parison was necessarily involved in the 
scheme of the main work, but the 
large literature published since he wrote, 
and the deficiencies in the drawing 
of comparisons which he feels therein, have 
tempted him to return to the subject in a 
slightly different fashion, The preface has a 


long list of authorities consulted, which may 
be used in connection with a similar list in 
Part I. Itis by no means exhaustive. In its 
essence the present volume is a commentary 
on the former; it is founded on 12 lectures ce- 
livered in 1881 and 1582 before the Lowell In- 
stitute, and its toue is ular and direct, as it 
would be apt to be under such circumstances. 
To use his own words: ** Instead of describing 
and discussing each of the great faiths of man- 
kind separately, it attempts to show what they 
all teach on the different points of human be- 
lief. Weask what each declares concerning 
God, the Soul, the Future Life, Sin and Salva- 
tion, Human Duty, Prayer and Worship, In- 
spiratfon and Art. We consider what is 
the Idea of God in all religions, and 
ask how it began and in what way it 
was developed. In the same manner we 
seek to trace other phases of the religious life 
from their simplest beginnings to their fullest 
outcome.”” Mr. Clarke takes particular note 
of primitive or childlike religions, which he 
classes under the term Tribal, in distinction 
from Ethnic or national religions and Catholic 
or universal religions, A law of evolution 
which is based on that of Darwin in’ things 
physical is sought to be applied to religions; 
in these, too, ‘‘ the progress of the race will be 
from monotony, —— variety, toan ulti- 
mate harmony.” At the same time it cannot 
be said that Mr. Clarke presents himself asa 
very flerce or bold evolutionist; he strives to 
accommodate matters all around, neither to 
wound the feelings of professors of revealed 
religion on the one hand nor arouse the objec- 
tions of naturalists on the other. In aspirit em- 
inently humane and conciliatory, if notalways 
rigidiy logical, he would have the latter see 
that the spirituai side of man in every known 
race is as actual, it not as tangible, as the 
physical. By a wide survey of the field, by 

comparing religion with religion, he hopes to 
show religious people that the great principles 

of belief may be confirmed instead of shaken 

by studying the phenomena of other faiths. 

The facts of consciousness constitute the basis 

of religious science. These facts, argues Mr. 

Clarke, areas real and as constant as those 

which are perceived through the senses. 

Faith, Hope, and Love are as rea) as form, 

sound, and color. The moral laws also, which 

may be adduced from such experiénee are 

real and permanent, and these laws can be 

verified in the daily course of human life. If 

this is so it will make the Science of Religion 

possible. It is equally hostile to two oppo- 

site assumptions. One is that nothing is 

real and certain but that which can be 

verified by sensible experience, Spiritual 
experiences are as much facts as those which 

are perceived by the senses. The other assump- 

tion is that of the Theologians, who attempt to 

build a science of religion on the authority of 

the church “or the Scripture. There may be, 

and no doubt there is, a legitimate authority 

belonging to both; but this is not to be as- 

sumed, but to be demonstrated. Ethnic re- 

ligions are confined to special races, are not 

founded by aprophet, are polytheisms, and 

do not lay stress on morality. Catholic reli- 
gions spread beyond the boundaries of race, 

are founded by a single Prophet, are mon- 

otheisms, and inculcate morality. He touches 

at first very gingerly, but afterward with 

more confidence, on the possibility of using 

the Darwinian hypothesis as a ground from 

which a stronger belief ip immortality may 

spring. and closes with a forecast of a renewed 

life for a liberalized Christianity, under which 

complete tolerance shall reign and prayer 
take on again the importance which it has 

lost in many quarters. Mr. Clarke is a broad 

generalizer, but not a very close reasoner. His 

book testifies to earnest and high aims on his 

partand cannot fail to interest and please a 
very wide range of readers,

—Preparation. A Novel. By Mary i. 
Hall. New-Yorh:, J. 8S, Ogilvie & Co, Syra- 
cuse: Charles Roblee. 1883.—Tne novel writ- 
ten to inculcate religion is for the most part 
dreary reading ; however there isin ‘‘ Prepara- 
tion” a naiveté by no means usual among

It tells the story 
of the daughter of a merchant in a small 
town who goes to hizh school, is compelled by 
her father’s losses to teach, and is approached 
by various yo men in the same s tion of 
life. One is a villain, twoare honorable. The 
one she loves does not directly ask her to be 
his wife and announce their engagement; the 
villain persuades her to wear a diamond ring, 
and makes an attempt on her virtue when she 
definitely magoot his suit. The incidents are 
melodramatic, but the texture, the mise en 
seene, are full of the color of locality.

North Carolina,- By Wilbur G. Zeigler and 
Ben S. Grosscup. Raleigh; Alfred Williams 
& Co.» Cleveland,: Ohio; William W. Wil- 
liams.—W ith such magnificent scenery as the 
State of North Carolina possesses, and with a 
soil anything but exhausted, it is no wonder 
that citizens of the ‘‘Tar-heel State” should 
chafe at the way in which immigration pours 
into the West and North-west, avoiding the 


Carolinas as if slavery were not dead and 
gone. Messrs. Zeigler and Grosscup have made 
a@ very readable and neatly illustrated book 
on the topography, history, resources, people, 
and Jegends of Western North Carolina. 
Their bear and deer stories are enough to 
make a sportsman’s mouth water, and some of 
their descriptions of scenery are graphic and 
not overdrawn. In fact, one opens the book 
with the bored feeling that here is another 
statistical work got up in the interests of hotel 
men,real estate owners and immigration agents.

Witness believed that the company made more 
in some respects under the modified than under 
the original contracts.

John L. Daly, a foreman for the Dix Island Com- 
pany, was next called. He said his instructions 
were to have the work for the Philadelphia build- 
ing speedily and well done, and it was nottrue 
that unnecessary work was done under the 15 per 
cent, contract. 

At Mr, Coleman's request, the defense called Mr. 
Hill to the stand to testify in Bartlett, Robbins & 
Co.’s case. He said that his recollection of the ex- 
tra work upon the New-York Post Office Building 
was almost wholly confined to the records of bis 
pureau. 

To Nr. Coleman—Had been in the Supervising 
Architect's office since 1867; never had any expe- 
rience as a carpenter, mason, or engisear; his of- 
fice disbursed aboat $3,000,000 per annum; had no 
personal knowledge of the eharacter of the work 
done by Bartile't, Robbins & Co., but relied upon 
the reports of the Cnpeeioseen dia not know 
that he ever had read Mr. Stinemetz’s report. 

Q.—Why did i. not accept bis reports in pass- 
ing upon the bill for extra work? A.—The letters 
we got from Mr. Stinemetz in answer to questions 
we asked indicated that he was a sorehead, and 
we could get no satisfaction out of him. 

Continuing, the witness sald that Mr. Stinemetz 
had been transferred to other service and was dls- 
gruntied. Did not know thatthe United States 
had suffered great damage through the failure of 
Bartlett. Robbins & Co. to complete their work on 
time and through its bad quality. In the majority 
of cases (aside trom the buildings constructed un- 
der his supervieion) large buildings were warmed 
by steam instead of hot water, because tho steam 
apparatus was much cheaper, though inferior. 

“That is the milK in this cocoa-nut,” said Mr. 
Coleman; ‘‘ that is why all advertisements called 
for hot-water apparatus, because no one made 
them but Bartlett, Robbins & Co.” 

Mr. Totten declared that other firms made hot- 
water apparatus, 

The witness believed that Bartlett, Robbins & Co. 
got three out of four of the contracts for heating

FOREIGN STEAM-SHIP INSPECTION, 
THE BRITISH BOARD OF TRADE OBJECT TO 
THE UNITED STATES LAW. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The Hon. L. 8S. Sack- 
ville-West, the British Minister, has addressed a 
letter to the Secretary of State in regard to tne 
complaints of owners of British steam-ships carry- 
ing immigrants betweenthe United Kingdom and 
this country in connection with the inspection and 
survey of vesseis. He says that a representation 
has been made by the Transatlantic Steam Trafiic 
Conference tothe Board of Trade in England re- 
specting the inconvenience of certain regulations 
connected with the inspection service, in which it 


is set forth that the inspection in the United States 
is made with two objects: First, to ascertain that 
the provisions of the law relative to the berthing 
accommodation and sanitary arrangements for 
food of the passengers have been observed, and 
whether any disease has broken out during the 
yoyage, and if so its cause, nature, and effect; and, 
second, to a-certain whether the hull of the ship 


and her equipments, boilers and machinery are 
sufficient for the service intended and in good con- 
dition. Mr. West says, as regards the firstof these 
objects, that the Board of ‘Trade have no observa-

THE EFFORTS 10 PROVE FRAUD IN 


WasnHincion, July 13.—The Treasury De- 


partment has issued a circular to Customs officers 
in regard to the application of section 9, act of 


March 3, 18838, to the ascertainment of foreign inar- 
ket values of merchandise importea into the Unit- 


ed States, in which the following statements are 


made: 
ifying the requirements of the Revised Statutes as 


in making their declaration to invoices under see- 
tion 2,854 Revised Statutes, or as to the verifica- 


tion by the oath of the owner under section 2,845. 
Both sections require a statement that the invoice 
eontains a true and faithful account of the mer- 
chandise at its fair market value at the time and 
place when ana where the same was procured or 
manufactured. The department holds that ali the 
old methods of ascertaining the actuel market 
value are still open to the Appraiser, and that 


it is still bis duty, by every means in 
his ower, ‘“‘to ascertain, estimate, and 
appraise the trne and _ actual market 


value and wholesale price’ of merchandise, “ any 
invoice or affidavit thereto to the contrary not- 
withstanding,” and that the provisions of section 
9 ouly authorize him, when such value cannot be as- 
certained to bis satisfaction otberwise, to appraise 
the same by ascertaining the cost or value of the ma- 
terials as preseribed in that section. The language 
of the provision is not imperative, it is merely per- 
missive. “It shall then be lawfulto appraise the 
same by ascertaining the cost or value of the ma- 
terials,”” &0. No manufacturer, shipper, owner, Or 
other person, has the right to invoice goods pro- 
cured otherwise than by purchase at any other 
than the true market value, andin no ease is the 
Appraiser'required to adopt any but the ordinary 
method of ascertaining market vaiue. When he 
does adopt this method of avpraidgal, the law ex- 
pressly requires that “in no case shall the value of 
such goods, wares, and merchandise be appraised 
at less than the total cost or value thus ascer- 
tained.”’ 

Although by section 7 of the Tariff act of?1883 all 
the provisions of law for adding charges to the 
value of merchandise to make dutiable value are 
repealed, yet section 9 of the same act provides 
that when Appraisers resort to the method of ap- 
praisal described in that section they are required 
to add to the cost or value of the materials 
composing such merchandise at the time and piace 
of manufacture “the expense of manufacturing, 
preparing, and putting up such mercandise for 
shipment.” The expense of preparing and putting 
up merchandise for shipment has always been 
regarded as among the charges, ana the de- 
partmwort holds that, notwithstanding the gen- 
eral repeal of all provisions for obarges con- 
tained in section 7, the charges for preparing 
and putting up merchandise for shipment must 
still be added to dutiable value whenever the Ap- 
praiser makes his appraisal undersection 9. It 
mey further be observed thatthe method of ap- 
praisal contained in section 9 might, if adopted in 
some cases, inflict great hardship upom the ox- 
porters of merchandise. It has sometimes bap- 
pened that the market value of merchandise, 
notably silks, by reasonof an oversupply, has been 
less than the actual. cost of production. To ap- 
praise such merchanWlee at the eost or value of the 
material composing it at the time and place of 
manufacture, with the expense of manufacturing, 
preparing, and putting up such merchandise for 
shipment, might fix its value far above 
the actual market value, and the whole- 
sale price might be greater than the cost 
of production with the expense of preparing 
and putting up the merchandise for shipment. Ap- 

raising officers and all persons interested in the: 
mportation of merchanaise, will therefore bear in 
mind that not only does the law require the true 
and actual market value of the merchandise to be 
certified upon the invoice and stated in the entry, 
but that this is a far more just and equitable 
method of appraisal than that described in section 
9 and that the method adopted in section 9 should 
not be resorted to except in cases where the true 
and actual market value and wholesale price can- 
not otherwise be ascertained to the satisfaction of 
the Appraiser, a condition which can rarely occur. 
When the appraiser is compelled to resort to this 
mode of Appraisal there is nething in the statute to 
prevent bis adding to the items therein enumerated 
whatever he deems proper to make the true and 
actual market value, the only restriction upon his 
action being that “in no case shall the value of 
suoh goods, wares, and merchandise be appraised 
at less than the total cost of value thus ascer-, 


tained.”

THH HARVEST IN ENGLAND, 

The wheat crop is now fully in ear through- 
out the country, and asearly pieces were in bloom 
a week ago, the Mark-Lane Express expects harvest 
to commence In the first week of August, or a few 
days earlier if we should get forcing weather, 
though it will not be general fill the middle of that 
month. The wheat crop varies greatly. There are 
many fine and even heavy erops; but a considera- 
ble proportion of the Winter wheat will be rather 


thin and light. Spring wheat is promising in most 
cases: and, on the whole, fair standing, but rather 
thin crops of wheat will be the rule, and 
very beavy or very light crops the ex- 
ception. The straw has lengthened some- 
what since the rain came, but is still short in 
most places. There is some complaint cf rust, 
and more of smut, but the crop is quite up to

SANDED OOTTON. 
‘ _—_ oo 
REPORT OF A COMMITTEE OF THE SAVANWAH 
‘ COTTON EXCHANGE. 
From the Columbus (Ga.) Enquirer, July 11, 
The matter of sanded cotten, which was dis: 
cussed with a great deal of acrimony last year, 
seems likely to be brought up again in connection 
with this year’s picking. We must, however, con- 
; fess our surprise at the step! taken in the matter 
by the Savannah Cotton Exchange. A committee 
from the Exchange have been making active in- 
quiries and has made a report by which 
they propose to remedy any evil. that may 


exist. It is true that the report, 
first place, indignantiy pO that “oe 
ever has been any loading of cotton bales with 
sand and dirt as a make-weight at any of the 
pressesin thatcity. The presence of sand in in- 
jurious quantities is admitted and regretted, bat 
it is declared to be due to misfortune and to 
carelessness, not to dishonesty. In some of 
the regions tributary to Savannah, where the 
soil is light and sandy and the plants grow 
small, either heavy rains or high winds will 
tend to fill the open bo sand,: 
and this the planters have not been care- 
ful to clean out. Unfortunately. neither sel- 
lers nor buyers have discriminated against thig 
dirty product. As the merehants have paid the 
same price and put the same marks on it as on 
clean and carefully handled cotton, the growers, 
finding they gained nothing by being at more pains 
and more expense to produce a clean crop, have 
grown more and more negligent in this reapect. 
The report recommends the factors to sort and 
classify their purchases closely, and to notify prod- 
ucers that sharp discriminations wil] be made and 
much lower priees paid for the lower grades, 

That may be very true so far as the Savannah 
market is concerned, but it will not apply gener- 
ally, VThe Exchange ought to come right down to 
the truth of the whole matter and say that it is en- 
tirely the fault of the cotton buyer and not at all 
with the producer. That some cotton cannot be 
baled as clean and in as good order as other cotton 
no one who knows anything about it will 
Geny, but that the cotten producer realizes.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in Uus region, local rains and 
slightly cooler, partly cloudy weather, light 
cariable winds,: rising, followed by falling, 
Sarometer. 


Secretary CHANDLER is quoted as express- 
ing some misgiving as to whether he had 
not made a mistake in entering the Sena- 
torial contest at Concord when Mr. Rot- 
irs left 1t. It looks to us as though there 
could be no manner of doubt on thesubject. 
The opposition to him appears to be quite 
as strong as that to the ex-Senator, and 
tthe contestants have gained courage by 
their month’s experience. Mr. CHANDLER 
was’unable yesterday to increase the vote he 
received on the first ballot in which his 
pame appeared, and it was far below that 
which measured Mr. Rouirs’s strength. 
‘The Secretary, who is quite as much a 
plotting politician as the ex-Senator, owes 
his present high position to the favor of one 
man, and he is not strong with the rank and 
file of the party or with its leading ex- 
ponents in his own State. If he succeeds in 
working up strength enough in the coming 
week to secure his election it will be as great 
a surprise to most other people as his failure 
can possibly be to himself, though not so 
agnuch of a disappointment. 


The Grand Jury has sagely concluded 
that there has been no sufficient examination 
’ 4nto the alleged frauds in the Controller’s 
office, and has resolved that there should be 
one undertaken by ‘‘ parties absolutely im- 
partial and in mo way connected with the 
City Government.”” The Grand Jury is 
right, and itis to be hoped that it will get 
its experts without having to pay them out 
of its collective pockets and that it will have 
an examination made which will be ‘‘suffi- 
cient’’ to elicit the actual facts. 





’ The complaint made by the British Minis 
ter of our regulations for the inspection of 
pteamers Carrying emigrants is entirely just. 
Vhey are vexatious, and, so far as they re- 
gard British ships, entirely superfluous, the 
British system—thanks to PLimso.t, and in 
spite of Miss CaanLorre O’Brizn—being 
very thorough and very thoroughly en- 
forced. In fact, the notion of regulat- 
ang the emigrant traffic as regards 
the- health*®* and comfort of passengers 
during the * voyage from this end is a 
ridiculous case of locking the stable door 
after the horse is stolen. A member of Con- 
gress from Wisconsin, who evidently knew 
no more about the steerage than he might 
have learned from crossing in it, introduced 
at the last session a bill full of burdensome 
regulations. There is no occasion for any 
inspection at all of British steamers as re- 
gards their seaworthiness, and none has been 
shown for inspection of them in other re- 
spects. 
There is a comic contradiction between 
the presentment made yesterday by the 
Grand Jury of Ludliow-Street Jail and that 
made by another Grand Jury only a few 
‘weeks ago. The presevt jury declares that 
the jail has been ‘‘ whitewashed,’’ and no- 
body can read its presentment without being 
convinced of the truth of this allegation. 
The other jury not only found the jail 
filthy, but found the food unwholesome and 
impure, and found asystem of extortion pre- 
vailing under which prisoners were robbed 
‘without a chance of redress. This jury 
finds everything lovely. Part of this differ- 
ence may be accounted for by the fact that 
the other jury obtained its information in 
an unexpected and surreptitious manner. 
This jury was guilty of no such discourtesy, 
fbut called on the Sheriff by appointment, 
and when he had a reasonable opportunity 
to prepare the jail to receive visitors. Grand 
Jurors who wish to be regarded as gentle- 
men by officials whose conduct they have 
occasion to investigate should always adopt 
bhis plan. 2 


It is reported of certain naval officers that 
they are deeply indignant that a report 
which refers to the prevalence of drunken- 
mess on the Asiatic station should have been 


made public bythe Navy Department, The 


indignation is misdirected. The fact that 
the Asiatic station has been notorious for 
‘the intemperance of some of the naval 
officers there will not be disputed. 
It would not be prudent to open 
up any branch of the subject that 
should disclose -names and _ incidents. 
Considering the misadventures causing loss 
of life that have been charged upon officials 
on that station, it were better that naval 
officers should direct their indignation to 
those who have brought discredit upon the 
service. The facts and findings in the 
Ashuelot case are highly discreditable to the 
United States Navy. If their publication 
does not promote the best interests of the 
service, by way of warning, nothing will. 
The suppression of these facts would be a 
direct encouragement of the practices that 
have caused great scandal, sorrow, and 
shame. 


According to Gen. Bonacuea, one of the 
Cuban irreconcilables, the standard of re- 
volt is about to be raised once more in the 
Ever Faithful Isle. Itis asserted that the 
condition of the country is ripe for rebellion 
against Spain, and that, when hostilities are 
recommenced, the tyrants will be driven into 
the sea. The publicity which attends Gen. 
Bonacngea’s mission here, which is to in- 
cite sympathy and secure aid, rather 
derogates from the truly mysterious 
and underground character which a 
genuine revolution should have. If the 
standard of revolt, before referred to, 
were all ready to be hoisted, there would be 
no harm in the General’s saying as much, 
and we should be on the lookout for the 
first gun of the new insurrection. But Gen. 
‘BonacuHka, disdaining concealment, says 
that the Provisional President and Council 
will not be chosen until he returns to Cuba, 
and that this little formality having been 
observed, the patriots will begin to drive out 
the oppressors, who, in the meantime, will 
calmly await the attempt to drive them. 
This programme is attractive, but it lacks 
the element of probability. 


THE ELECTION OF 1876. 


Mr. TrLpen is awaiting with passionate 
indifference the success of his intimate 
friends in securing the nomination of the 
Democracy for President in 1884, He pro- 
poses to make the campaign on the sole 
issue that he was defrauded of an election 
in 1876. In 1880 he professed to be unwill- 
ing to challenge the judgment of the coun- 
try on that issue, and his companion in de- 
feat, Mr. Hknpricks, positively refused to 
do so. They both now think that it would 
be safe. They may find that the memory 
of the American people has not been so im- 
paired as has their own within the last seven 
years. Our opinion is that that faculty 
with the great body of voters is still vigor- 
ous enough to fix accurately the amount of 
fraud in 1876 and the men who were guilty 
of it, and that it would require an attack of 
national senility to permit them to regard 
either Mr. Trrpen or Mr. Henpricks in 
the light of innocent men who ought to be 
“* vindicated. ”’ a 

The assumption of the Tilden faction is 
that their hero was elected President by a 
fair count and a free vote. As a matter of 
fact, in the Southern States, the Electoral 
votes of which were necessary to his election, 
the vote was not free, the count was not fair, 
and to all intents and purposes there was no 
election. The companion assumption is that 
TILDEN was cheated of the Presidency 
by a Republican device, the Electoral Com- 
mission. As a matter of fact, he was not 
cheated, andthe Electoral Commission was 
not a Republican device. On the contrary, 
our readers will bear us witness that Tar 
Times, which fully represented the Repub- 
lican Party, opposed the commission from 
the outset, not because the results of its in- 
vestigation were likely to be unfavorable to 
the Republican candidate—for we believed 
it to be fairly and honorably made up—but 
because under the Constitution and under 
that interpretation of the laws which 
was sustained by a long line of precedents, 
beginning with the first years of the Gov- 
ernment’s existence, an honest and legal 
declaration of the Electoral vote was pos- 
sible without the commission. We held 
then, in common with the ablest Republi- 
cans in public life, that the commission was 
extra-constitutional and unnecessary, and 
that it would be sure, whatever its verdict, 
to drag the Supreme Court into politics and 
weaken its position as the highest tribunal 
under our system. The facts have justified 
this judgment. The organs of TrLpen and 
TriLpEN himself have never wearied of de- 
faming the character of the Justices who 
took part in that proceeding, and the defeat- 
ed faction was no more content with the de- 
cisions arrived at than it would have been 
with the result of a resolute administration 
of the law as it stood. 

The commission was a Democratic device. 
TrLpen and his “‘ satellites,’’ more or less 
** ancillary,’’ knew that they had lost their 
desperate game; they had no notion of 
fighting, and they proposed the commission 
in hope that they might purchase the Elec- 
toral vote necessary to their plans, or might 
possibly get a verdict from the commission, 
andat any rate they knew that a decision 
by a method without warrant in the Consti- 
tution could be plausibly disputed, and 
could be made the basis for a subsequent 
contest at the polls. The verdict was 
against them, and they failed to buy 
their needed vote; so they have fallen back 
on the last resort, the cry of ‘‘fraud.’”’ On 
that cry they dared not go to the polls in 

1880. They have plucked up courage since, 
and now think they can trust to it. But 
they do not reflect on the black record they 
made from November, 1876, to March, 1877. 
They forget the cipher dispatches. They 
lose sight of the proofs of the ghastly con- 
spiracy, the responsibility for which, thrown 
on his shoulders, carried poor PELTON to his 
grave. ‘‘Dead men tell! no tales,”’ but the 
tale was told before this wretched victim of 
heartless ambition sank beneath the treach- 
ery that killed him. It has not been forgot- 
ten. If ‘‘fraud’’ is to be the ‘‘issue’’ next 
year, they would do well to remember that 
guilt is weak. Their falsehoods will be met 
with facts. The Republican Party, not one 
of whose malignantly accused representa- 
tives in the Electoral College of 1876 could 
be bribed by all the wealth that Gramercy 
Park could command, will not be deceived 
now. Lies will be of no more use now than 
bribes were then. If the Democratic lead- 
ers are so sure that their party has no princi- 


ple to contend for and no other representa- 
tive of its character and purpose than Mr. 
Tren; it is their right to name him. For 
our part, we shall not be averse to make the 
fight on the issue of his character, or to ask 
the American people to lay whatever fraud 
there was in 1876 at the door where it be- 


longs.

A FAILURE FOR 1HE CAUCOS. 


The failure of ex-Senator Rotts, of 
New-Hampshire, to secure a re-election is 
another blow at the efficacy of machine 
methods in politics. Mr. Roiurs has been 
an astute and skillful manager in his 
State. He has not relied on character 
or popularity or fidelity in the public 
service for advancement, but has acted 
on the theory that politics is a game in 
which men are to be moved by manipulation 
aml appeals to selfish or corrupt motives. 
His efforts to secure a re-election antedated 
the last State election. He endeavored by 
every means in his power to secure the elec- 
tion to the Legislature of men who would 
pledgé themselves to support his claims. He 
is credited with having received from the 
Republican Congressional Committee a 
large sum of money to be disbursed at his 
discretion, and he 1s said to have used it in 
securing the election of his supporters to the 
Legislature. 

The opposition to his re-election was not 
based wholly upon his political methods, 
but they unquestionably intensified it. 
Corruption and bribery of voters has be- 
come a scandal in New-Hampshire politics, 
and Mr. Rouurns is generally believed to 
have been largely instrumental in promot- 
ing the practice. Moreover, there are many 
intimations that he has managed to add con- 
siderably to his wealth while in Washing- 
ton, and by means that would not bear 
the light, although he has been shrewd 
enough to leave no conspicuous traces 
of his operations. His connection with 
the Pacific railroads has given him inter- 
ests not altogether consistent with what 
is believed to be those of the public. In ad- 
dition to this he has failed to make a record 
of any kind as a statesman or to be promi- 
nently identified with any important meas- 
ure for the benefit of the people. He is not 
personally popular and has contrived to 
beget enmity in his political rivals. Hence, 
when he soughta re-election his chief re- 
source was a strenuous use of the political 
methods to which he was accustomed. 

Party loyalty has heretofore been strong 
in the Granite State, and the decisions of 
caucuses and conventions have generally 
been respected. , But the feeling of oppo- 
sition to Mr. Roiurns had grown so pow- 
erful when the present Legislature met that 
many of its Republican members fully made 
up their minds that they would not support 
him under any circumstances. The fear 
that he would be able to control the party 
caucus induced many of them to refrain 
from attending it, and only 130 were pres- 
ent when it met—76 less than the whole 
number of Republican members of the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
and 88 less than the number neces- 
sary to choose a Senator. Of those present 
only 98 voted in favor of making Mr. Rot- 
Lins the candidate. The disposition to ac- 
cept the caucus decision added less than 80 
to this number when the first ballot was 
taken, and this made up the maximum of 
the ex-Senator’s support. It was manifest 
from the start that he was engaged in a los- 
ing fight. 

The defeat of the caucus in this case will 
probably be regarded with complacency by 
the Republicans of New-Hampshire, for it 
is evident that as a mass they were opposed 
to the re-election of Rotumns. The caucus 
did not represent them or give expression to 
their choice, and it therefore failed of its 
legitimate purpose. It is an evil with which 
this system of nomination is beset in the 
hands of plotting and unscrupulous politi- 
cians, and it is a cause of congratulation 
that the real representatives of the party 
were strong enough and independent enough 
to break down its authority. 


ANTICIPATING THE CIViL SERVICE 
RULES. 


It is represented that the members of the 
Cabinet have been busily engaged in filling 
all vacancies in the clerkships in the various 
departments, with the avowed purpose of 
‘‘plugging up every hole’’ before the civil 
service rules go into operation. Some of 
them are said to have prosecuted this work 
with a zeal and openness which indicated 
that they believed themselves to be engaged 
in a laudable business. Every appointment 
saved from the operation of the dreaded 
civil service law is apparently consid- 
ered a clear gain to the politicians. 
That law puts an end to the system of per- 
sonal favoritism in appointments to the 
minor grades of the public service we hope 
forever. It is not strange that the politicians 
who have thrived on that system for years 
should cling to it to the last, but it was scarce- 
ly to be expected that members of an Ad- 
ministration the head of which urged the 
adoption of the new system and promul- 
gated the rules devised to carry it out 
should show such zeal in defeating its oper- 
ation. Their conduct clearly shows what a 
hold a pernicious system has taken of all who 
possess the power of patronage. Toallright- 
thinking men who know the demands which 
that system makes on the time and patience 
of all who exercise the power of appoint- 
ment and the jealousies and disappoint- 
ments and hatreds which it engenders, it 
would seem as if relief from such a thank- 
less duty would have been eagerly welcomed. 
It would be supposed that, instead of seek- 
ing to take afew appointments out of the 
operation of the rules, they would be glad 
to escape the annoyance of peddling out 
petty places at the earliest moment, and 
would leave to the Civil Service Commission 
all appointments which could be deferred 
till the rules take effect. 

The greed shown in snapping up these in- 
significant places should be accepted by the 
commission as a warning that its operations 
will be confined within the narrowest lim- 
its. Every loophole which the rules fur- 
nish for their evasion will be made use of, 
and every exception will be stretched to the 
utmost. The field covered by the rules has 
been too much narrowed already. The 
modification of the original rules as pub- 
lished by Toe Tres, which exempts chiefs 
of divisions as well as superintendents and 
chief clerks from their operation, is especially 
unfortunate, It leaves the spoils aystem free 


scope in the very places where experience and 
capacity are most. needed amd where the 
merit system would have been most bene- 
ficial. Every officer above the upper grade 
of clerks may be arbitrarily discharged and 
replaced ‘by a political favorite without 
violating the civil service rules. The range 
of promotion guaranteed to the most de- 
serving clerk is only from $1,200 to $1,800 
ayear. Allabove that is left to the politi- 
cal plunderers. The operation of the rules 
being thus limited, the new system should 
be accorded a fair trial in the narrow field 
covered by it. 
sufficient vacancies have not been left open 
to afford this trial at the outset. Asit is, some 
time will probably elapse before the new 
system is fully tested. If the experience 
under similar rules in 1872 is repeated, many 
vacancies will accumulate before any resort 
is had tothe commission’s list of candidates. 
This, however, will be far from being an 
evil, for the salaries of the unfilled places 
will lapse into the Treasury and be saved, 
as they were in 1872. Such a result, if it 
occurs, will justify the assertion of the re- 
formers that the spoils system multiplies 
clerks and officers beyond any real need, 
and that it is only ‘‘ politics,’ and not busi- 
ness necessity, which forces somebody's fa- 
vorite into every vacancy as soon as it oc- 
curs. There are those who think that the 
public business would not suffer if no ap- 
pointments whatever were made in the 
Washington departments for a year or two. 
The tax-payers will look with equanimity 
on a system which, even if it does not ac- 
complish all that is predicted of it, prevents 
the overcrowding of the public service with 
useless stipendiaries.

“ FRAUDULENT” LOTTERIES. 


The revival by Postmaster-General GrEsH- 
AM of Postmaster-General Key’s original 
order relating to the Louisiana Lottery Com- 
pany will be followed, it is said, by legal 
proceedings, by means of which the compa- 
ny hopes to overthrow this latest decision 
of the department.. The position taken by 
Judge GresHaM, the authority under which 
he acted, and the claim which the company 
will probably make in the courts, are dis- 
covered by an examination of the law. This 
examination will also throw some light upon 
the course pursued by Judge Key. 


There are three statutes relating to the use 
of the mails by lottery compahies. The 
first is as follows: ‘‘No letter or circular 
concerning lotteries, so-called gift concerts, 
or other similar enterprises offering prizes, 
* * * shall be carried in the mail.” 
This statute was enacted on June 8, 1872, 
and until July 12, 1876, it contained the im- 
portant word “‘illegal’’ before the word 
“lotteries,” but on that day the statute 
was amended by striking this word 
out. The penalty is a fine not exceed- 
ing $500, but the statute does not 
authorize the department to take any speci- 
fied action. It is a law to be enfored by the 
United States Attorneys and United States 
courts.’ This was not the statute under 
which either Judge Key or Judge GresHam 
proceeded, although the latter referred ‘to it 
and to a decision of the Supreme Court sup- 
porting it, as proving the constitutionality 
of the statutes under which his action and 
that of his predecessor had been taken. 


Two other statutes were also enacted on 
June 8, 1872. The first is: ‘‘The Postmas- 
ter-General may, upon evidence satisfactory 
to him that any person is engaged in con- 
ducting any fraudulent lottery, gift enter- 
prise, or scheme for the distribution of 
money, or any real or personal property, by 
lot, chance, or drawing of any kind, * * * 
forbid the payment by any Postmaster to 
any such person of any postal money 
orcer drawn to his order or in_ his 
favor.’’ The first part of the other 
statute is in the same language, but 
it relates to registered letters, and authorizes 
the Postmaster-General to forbid Postmasters 
to deliver such letters and to instruct them 
to return such letters to senders with tee 
word ‘‘fraudulent’’ written or stamped 
upon the envelope. These statutes give the 
Postmaster-General a judicial as well as an 
executive power, and it was under these that 
Judge Key’s original order, now revived and 
approved by Judge GresHam, was issued. 

It will be seen that under these statutes 
the Postmaster-General must be satisfied not 
only that the person to whom a money order 
or registered letter is directed is conducting 
a lottery, but also that he is conducting a 
‘‘fraudulent’”’ lottery. In the statute first 
quoted, which does not empower him to 
act, the corresponding word ‘‘ illegal’ was 
stricken out by Congress in 1876, but Con- 
gress forgot to amend the second and third 
statutes in the same way by striking out the 
word ‘‘fraudulent’’ in them. Having for- 
gotten to do this in 1876, its committees 
have refused to do it on several occasions 
since that time. 


Judge Key, in his original order, declared 
that he was satisfied by the evidence before 
him that the Louisiana Lottery was ‘a 
scheme or device for obtaining money 
through the mails by means of false and 
fraudulent pretenses,’’ and therefore he for- 
bade the Postmaster at New-Orleans to pay 
to the company’s representative any money 
order, or to deliver to him any registered let- 
ter. Three months later he was induced to 
eat his words and suspend the order, and he 
then declared that he was ‘‘not satisfied’’ 
by the evidence that the business was 
fraudulent. But the courts, to which 
the company had appealed, had already 
sustained his original order. Support 
of that kind, however, was of little account 
with Judge Ky beside the new ‘‘evidence’’ 
that had been laid before him, Postmaster- 
General Howe, in his correspondence with 
Representative Rosertson, of Louisiana, 
one year ago, held that it had not been 
proved before him that the lottery was a 
‘*fraudulent’’ one, and that he could not 
forbid the delivery of money orders and 
registered letters in the absence of such 
proof, He also intimated that the evidence 
submitted by the company tended to prove 
that it was not doing a ‘‘fraudulent’’ busi- 
ness, and that it had been recognized by the 
Supreme Court of Louisiana. These state- 
ments were made, it should be remembered, 
with reference to the two statutes in which 
the word “‘ fraudulent’ is retained. 

The company will doubtless endeavor to 
show that it is not a ‘' fraudulent’ concern, 
and that for this reason the department can- 
not under the law forbid the delivery of its 
letters, But. as we have showa. the statute 


It is to be regretted that’ 


first quoted above seems to close the tails to 
all lotteries, whether ‘‘fraudulent’”’ or not. 
Judge GresHam says that Judge Kry’s first 
order was ‘‘clearly justified’ under the 
other statutes, but if the word “‘ fraudulent’”’ 
in sections 8,929 and 4,041 shall cause liti- 
gation, will it not be possible for the prose- 
cuting officers of the Government to proceed 
promptly and successfully against this lot- 
tery and other lotteries by enforcing the very 
plain law set forth in section 3,894, in which 
there is no qualifying werd of this kind ?

COLORED MEN’S CONVENTIONS. 


Two notable conventions have been in 
session, during the past few days, in St. 
Louis and Galveston. The St. Louis gath- 
ering represented colored men who are the 
editors and publishers of newspapers spe- 
cially devoted to the interests of their race, 
as well as to the dissemination of news and 
intelligence. The Galveston convention 
was designed to encourage among the dele- 
gates free discussion of the topics with 
which colored men are familiar and 
in which they have a lively in- 
terest. The St. Louis convention was 
national; that in Galveston was a State 
affair. These conventions were not unique, 
but they were unusual. Colored men have 
not long been accustomed to assemble in 
convention for purposes directly connected 
with race interests. If we consider that a 
convention in which broad principles, self- 
government, and means to promote the 
moral welfare of a race are to be discussed, 
is expedient for that race, then these two 
convocations denote an advancement of the 
colored people. If a convention of negroes 
is designed to preserve what we may call 
the autonomy of the race in this country, 
then its numerical strength is not a matter 
for congratulation. 

It is unfortunate that all attempts to 
*‘ break the color line’’ have been uniformly 
«unsuccessful. How many generations must 
pass before the line of demarkation rep- 
resented in the words “‘ black’’ and ‘“ white”’ 
shall cease to exist, no man can guess. Toa 
certain class of our fellow-citizens it seems 
impossible that this distinction, as expressed 
in legislation and in the ordinary speech of 
men, can ever be obliterated. They who hold 
fast to the theory that the crooked tibia, kinky 
hair, and coloring matter in the cuticle 
are so many badges of an inferior and even 
accursed race, will not believe it possible 
that the colored man can ever prove himself 
the equal of the white man in education, in- 
telligence, and morals. Gov. IRELAND, of 
Texas, in his somewhat patronizing and 
supercilious speech to the Galveston con- 
vention, clearly represented this class when 
he said that the question of civil rights would 
be solved when the colored men proved 
their ability to compete with white men as 
to education, intelligence, and morals. The 
Governor probably thought that he had set 
before his auditors a problem impossible of 
solution. 

So far as a convention can solidify any 
race, the Colored Press Convention in 8t. 
Louis was effective. It must be admitted 
that tlie Galveston convocation exhibited 
more breadth of view and a more accurate 
perception of the difficulties of the situation 
than were displayed by the press delegates 
in St. Louis. These latter, indeed, took up 
divers matters which did not naturally fall 
within their range of discussion, but which 
did belong to the catalogue of topics 
proper for a Colored Men’s State Con- 
vention. For example, while it was 
quite legitimate for an editorial conven- 
tion of colored men to consider whether 
‘‘negro”’ should be printed and written with 
a capital ‘‘N,’’ asthey might have discussed 
the merits of ‘‘ceramics’’ and ‘‘keramics,”’ 
it was traveling a little off the record for 
them to adopt resolutions relating to the 
tariff, the Mississippi levee system, mixed 
schools, and kindred matters. On the other 
hand, the Galveston convention, which was 
avowedly a race convention, and not a con- 
vention of race representatives engaged in a 
certain specific calling, addressed itself to 
the consideration of ’a much less expansive 
range of topics. The Galveston convention 
demanded equal rights before the law, while 
protesting that it did not expect social 
equality. 

People who are impatient with the thrift- 
lessness, ignorance, and vices of the colored 
people of this Republic seem to forget 
that arace that has been kept in chattel- 
hood for more than two centuries cannot, in 
any fairness, be said to have had a chance to 
show whether it is capable of maintaining 
itself with the white race on an equal foot- 
ing. The two conventions above referred 
to are notable, however, as showing the 
progress made in less than one genera- 
tion. As Americans, we are never weary 
of descanting upon the marvelous assimi- 
lative powers of the Republic. Severely 
tested as those powers have been, the pro- 
digious influx of foreign elements has never 
once given our social fabric a serious shock. 
Is it possible that a race born and nurtured 
on our soil, although once enslaved and yet 
under a social ban, cannot be assimilated 
with equal ease? The theorists who cling 
to the superstition of the crooked tibia be- 
lieve that this assimilation is not only im- 
possible, but that its attempt would be 
unnatural. The colored men who, in con- 
vention assembled, insist that they must, as 
negroes, maintain a compact solidarity, in- 
crease the difficulty of the problem before 
the American people. 


THK NAVAL DUDE. 

Mr. Secretary CHANDLER does not figure 
in the public mind asadude, On the con- 
trary, he is commonly supposed to be a man 
of free and easy personal ways, with no 
more red tape about him than is absolutely 
required by his position. And yetit appears 
that ever since last Winter he has been re- 
volving in his easy-going and loose-jointed 
mind a project for Anglicizing the Amer- 
ican Navy by compelling every officer 
in it to procure, and on classified oc- 
casions to sport, six new uniforms, al- 
leged to be closely modeled upon those of 
the British service. Refusing to let well 
enough alone in the matter of uniforms is a 
common vice of civilians in military offices 
when they are afflicted with small and mar- 
tinetish minds. Waiving the question of 
the magnitude of the intellect of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, it has not been commonly 
supposed, we repeat, to be finical in kind. 

Inasmuch as Mr. OnanpDieER is neither a 
martinet nor an Anglomaniac, any more 
than his more famous namesake Zacu, who 


was continually hurling defiance at the Brit- 
ish Empire in-executive session, it is nut 
surprising that disgusted naval officers, 
whose dress uniforms he threatens suddenly 
to convert into junk, should cast about for 
motives, and should attribute the order to 


the machinations of some tailor, peradven-- 


ture the tailor to whom the Secretary of the 
Navy may be in personal arrears. It is 


not obscurely hinted that as the navy has- 


a ship-builder, so it may have a tailor, and 
that’ the designer. of these machinations 
against the peace and pockets of naval 
officers may be a sartorial Jonn Roacw. If 
one tailor could secure the job of clothing 
the navy, it would be, as Admiral Nicnors 
explains to Tug Trwes’s correspondent, a 
job worth having. Four hundred thou- 
sand dollars is as much as it would cost 
the Government to repair the donkey en- 
gine of a gun-boat, and the jobber could 
afford a munificent ‘‘divvy’? and have 
enough left for himself to make a first pay- 
ment on ex-Secretary Rosrson’s house. 

The trouble with this hypothesis is that 
there is no way of securing a monopoly in 
uniforms as there is in men-of-war. The 
new uniforms will make a number of small 
and indivisible jobs for many tailors; not a 
gigantic and divisible job for a bloated mo- 
nopolist of tailoring. The theory of cor- 
ruption, therefore, which is always the eas- 
iest and most alluring method of account- 
ing for any observed phenomena in Ameri- 
can politics, breaks down at once. We are 
forced to the conclusion that the author of 
the order, not being a jobber, must necessa- 
rily bea dude. And as it is inconceivable 
that the Secretary himself has fallen into 
the state of dudity, we must postulate a 
dude behind the throne. 


As we have remarked previously, the un- 
easy activity of Admiral PortEerR’s intellect 
has been expended since the war in devising 
worthless innovations of various kinds upon 
the naval regulations until the American 
Navy has unquestionably more regula- 
tion ._per ton than that of any other 
power in the world. Admiral Porter 
is a naval Anglomaniac, and beyond 
doubt a naval dude. This attempt to intro- 
duce Spring and Fall fashions in naval uni- 
forms is quite in his line. But if it be of 
his devising, it is the first advertisement that 
Mr. CHANDLER has fallen under his baleful 
influence. The President of the United 
States 1s a notoriously well-dressed person, 
and the wife of an aspiring and hirsute 
statesman is known publicly to have re- 
ferred to him as a ‘‘ New-York dude.” It 
is easy to understand that, in the historical 
trip upon the Tallapoosa, a sea-sick Excel- 
lency yearning against the rail may have 
conceived a violent antipathy for the habili- 
ments of the undisturbed naval officers 
whom he saw about him, and have regis- 
tered a vow never to run the risk of being 
prostrated by the sight of those uniforms 
again. It is quite as likely to be the fulfill- 
ment of this vow as the chronic meddle- 
someness of Admiral Porter that has now 
plunged the officers of the navy into gloom 
and caused the heart of the naval tailor to 
sing for joy. 


Unfortunate Peru advances slowly toward 
a condition of peace, in spite of the guervilla 
warfare which some of her ambitious chief- 
tains persist in carrying on. The opponents 
of IeLesias are gradually losing their hold 
upon the people who have supported them, 
and the Chilian gtrrisons have been with- 
drawn from many towns in the northern 
part of the conquered country where IcLE- 
stasis supreme. But peace will come to 
the unhappy republic only after the com- 
plete overthrow of the selfish leaders in the 
South and the establishment of the authority 
of IeLEestas in those places where they now 
maintain their power by a display of force 
and by the suppression of public opinion. 





The familiar story of a small and feeble citi- 
zen being clubbed for diversion by a large police- 
man was again recited before Justice KimsereTra 
yesterday, with aggravations. ‘fhe aggravations 
were that the man clubbed wasa cripple, having 
only one arm and that broken. It also appeared 
that the first clabber called for another policeman, 
either to help him club the cripple or else to allay 
the natural indignation of the crowd which had 
gathered, and which expressed its opinion of the 
transaction by throwing stones after him as he 
retired with his clubbed and crippled prisoner. 
Justice Krusreta evidently sympathized with the 
crowd, and held the clubber to answer at General 
Sessions, so that there is a reasonable hope that 
Patrofman Trmoray Ryan may soon cease to adorn 
the police force.

The French national holiday will be cele- 
brated with zest to-day in many American cities. 
The observance of the anniversary of the fall of 
the grim Bastile is not confined to any political 
faction; royalist, imperialist, and republican alike 
joins in the festival. The day has become as traly the 
chief anniversary of France as Independence Day 
is that of the United States. The French residents 
of New-Orleans and the descendants of French 
settlers in tne Louisiana capital will observe the 
day in a more demonstrative manner than has 
marked the previous celebrations of the Fourteenth 
of July in that city, and it is expected that the 
féte will be only less brilliant than the Mardi Gras 


merrymakings.

Section 288 of the Penal Code is doubtless 
the result of long and prayerful deliberation by 
the eminent jurists who arranged the Code. It 
provides a punishment for all indolent or improvi- 
dent parents who fail to furnish food, sbelter, 
clothing, medicine, and other necessaries of life to 
their children, The object of the law. it may be 
naturally inferred, is to compel such parents to do 
their duty by their offspring. Suchalawis neces- 
sary to the welfare of acivilized community, and 
it was highly commendable in the eminent 
jurists before mentioned to include among 
that admired collection of laws which has so 
effectively put an end to whistling, running 
horse cars, and drinking beeron Sunday. The ef- 
fectiveness of the law in regard to improvident 
parents was demonstrated for the first time yes- 
terday when a man who had failed to provide for 
his children was sentenced to six months in the 
penitentiary. Immured within his dungeon, the 
wicked parent will have ample opportunity to re- 
flect on his want of industry and natural affection, 
while his neglected child:en can nourish them- 
selves by solving the problem whether it is worse 
to have a father out of the penitentiary who will 
not provide for them orone in it who cannot do so. 
This may not be the end at which the astute legis- 
lators aimed, but it appears to be that which they 


have reached.

The new law in New-Jersey forbid ding the 
employment in mills and manufactoriés of chil. 
dren under 12 years of age will result unfortunately 
for some children, such as, for example, the 
youngsters who asked the State Labor Inspector. 
in Paterson yesterday for permission to resume 
the work of which they had been deprived by the 
enforcement of the law. These children, whose 
Darents are drurkards, have been sup 
themselves, and as the law forbids the manufac- 
turers to employ their services any longer, they 
will have to go to the poor-house, where it is 
likely that they will be brought up amid influences 
more dangerous to their own welfare and to so- 
ciety than those of the mill or factory.

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THREATENING TO RESIGN 


PLAN OF TNE TELEGRAPH OPERA- 
TORS T0 EXACT BETTER TERME. 
WHAT THE BROTHERHOOD OF TELEGRAPH- 
ERS WILL DEMAND—AN ISSUE TO BE 

RAISED WITHIN A FORTNIGHT. 

The Directors of the Western Union Tele- 
gravh Company are likely to be called upon within 
afortnight to settle some questions of extraordl- 
pary importance to the company, as weil as to the 
great army of the company’s operators. <A care- 
fully prepared statement of the grievances of the 
Yelegraph operators, it is authoritatively stated, is 
to be formally presented to the company by a com- 
mittee representing the extensive organization 
known as “The Brotherhood of Telegraphers of 
the United Sfates and Canada,” and accom- 
panying this statement will be a demand for 
certain concessions. The members of the rapidly 
growing brotherhood have been discussing and 
planning their course of action for some time, and 
they declare that they mean to make their demands 
so reasonable that if they are forced to an issue 
upon them they will have the sympathy and moral 
support of public opinion. According to the as- 
surances of some of the most influential of the ope- 
rators a strike is not threatened. It is pro- 
posed, however, to-ask in a_ business-like 
way for better wages and better hours, and 
iff the company refuses to make  satis- 
factory concessions, the members of the brothber- 
hood have resolved to resign, leaving the Western 


Union to get its work dove by other men and other 
women. Inasmuch asa membership of between 
11,000 and 12,000 is claimed for the Brotherhood of 
Telegraphers, the effect of a sudden and simul- 
taneous cessation of work by all of its members 
could not fail to be embarrassing to the company 
and damaging to the community. f 

The principal features of the demand that the 
operators will make are as follows: First, that the 

operators be graded according to their ability, 
treating men and women alike, and establishing a 
fixed standard of pay, to apply to all operators re- 
gardiess of sex; second, that the salaries now 
paid be increased in the respective grades at least 
15 per cent.; third, that eight hours be made a 
day’s work and seven hours a night's work, and, 
fourtb, that no Sunday work shal! be done with- 
out extra compensation. Under the present sys- 
tem the night operators are obliged to work Sun- 
fay nights without exira pay and the day 
operators have to work on one Sunday in six. 
The leaders in the Brotherhood say that the new 
rules adopted by the Western Union Executive 
Committee practically give the men no relief what- 
ever. Such relief as a few of the operators will 
enjoy under the new plan, it is said, is hardly 
worth having. Onthe subject of grading the op- 
esrators accor ling tolability ou the salary lists, with- 
out regard to sex, there isa unanimity of feeling 
among the male operators that is surprising. "Equal 
pay for equal service” is an expression that fre- 
guently falis from the lips of the men who are 
most earnestly enlisted in what thev call this cru- 
sade of reform. It is stated that female operators 
are paid from $25 to $50a month for doing work 
that men would receive $60 to $90 for doing. 
There are about 200 femaie telegraph operators in 
this City, 130 of whom are in the main office. 
T.-e ladies are deeply interested in the movement 
for a change in the salary and time schedules, and 
alarge proportion of them are members of the 
Brotherhood. 

Frequent meetings of the different assemblies of 
the Telegraphers’ Brotherhooa have been held 
lately, and the proceedings of all such meetings 
are kept as secret as possible. A cool-headed and 
well-informed member of the Brotherhood in- 
formed a ''imes reporter last evening that the gen- 
eral organization had increased at the rate of 1,500 
members a week during the last three weeks, 
and the same rate of increase was_ be- 
ing kept up. The movement is said t? 
be particularily strong in the West. and 
Chicago is vieing with New-York in the 
earnestness of its efforts to strengthen the Brother- 
hood. Up to yesterday the number of members of 
the assembly in this City was 770; in Chicago, 767; 
in Philadeiphia, 540: St. Louis, 200, and Boston 
about 275. The initiation fee of the brotherhood is 
B5. and the dues $2a month. It is alleged that the 
amount now in the treasury is not far from $140,- 
joo. This is thought to be a good showing for 
a union that is but two years old. The 
members of the Executive Committee are ex- 
pected to meet in this City about the mid- 
die of next week. They will deliberate in 
secret, and decide when to present the demands of 
the various classes of operators to their respective 
employers. It is now believed that the forma! de- 
mand will be made in about two weeks. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee comprises seven members— 
John Campbell. of Pittsburg, the originator of the 
Brotherhood; Roger J. Mullen, of Toronto; Eugene 
J. O'Connor, of Boston; Mortimer T. Shaw, of St. 
Louis; Samuel] Ford. of Nashville, Tenn., and 
two others. New-York City has no repre- 
sentative in the Executive Committee. Meet- 
ings of the New-York assembly nave been held 
lately, and members say that the utmost harmony 
prevails. One member said to the reporter yes- 
terday: “ We bave not used the word ‘strike’ at 
any of onr meetings, but we all know what is to 
follow a reiusal by the company to accede to our 
requests. The ladies are among our most earnest 
members, but they do not like the word ‘strike.’ 
They think it sounds more dignified to say ‘re 
sign.’ Do we think the ladies can be depended on? 
Yes, Sir. They evince a determination that is not 
su by any of the men,” 

“ Have you any expectation that the Brother- 
hood will proceed to extreme measures?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

“No; I think the company will accede to all of 
our requests. I believe that the officers have al- 
ready made up their minds to give us what we 
want, because they know that we ask nothing but 
what is right.” 

* The officers of the company insist that there is 
20 dissatisfaction among their operators *"’ 

“ Pshaw, they know bett2r. They have watched 
the development of this movemennt with deep in- 
terest, and have tried to get spies into the brother- 
hood. We were obliged to reject three suspicious 
spplicants at the last meeting. The greatest,care 
taken in admitting new members. Each appii- 
tant must be recommended by two personal ac- 
juaintances, and a single black ball rejects him.” 

* Have you any doubt of the success of a ‘strike’ 
pr ‘general resignation’ as you cal! it?” 

“None atali. Ihonestly think that our organ- 
zation is the most perfect labor union ever formed. 
{t is made up wholly of intelligent persons, and 
there i- not the slightest tinge of demagoguism in it. 
We are thoroughly in harmony, and we know {ull 
well that there are not enough skiiled operators in 
the country to take our places when we do resign. 
We bave pienty of money of our own, and what is 
more we will have the financial support of the 
Kaights of Labor. which number 800,000 members. 

Bat, as I said before, I do not believe the telegraph 
sompanies will permit ustoresign. Our Executive 
Sommittee has the power of modifying our 
Jemands to a slight extent, so that if the 


Western Union and other companies show any | 


spirit of fairness a settlement will be made. Other- 
wise the country wil feel the eftects of a cessation 
pf telegraphic work that will temporarily bring 
business to a stand-sti!! in this country.” 

A meeting of the New-York Assembly of the 
felegraphers’ Brotherhood will be held to-morrow. 


CHIcaGO, July 13.—The extreme dissatisfac- 
tion existing among telegraph operators thoughout 
the country, as mentioned in dispatches from this 
point to Tue Times, appears to be assuming a more 
serious form. In Chicago, at least, it has had the 
tendency to open the eyesot the Western Union 
officers to the fact that a flaw exists in the new or- 
der recently issued by Gen. Eckert. F. H. Tubbs, 
Buperintendent of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, said to-day: * It must be acknowledged 
that the executive order recently issued from 
the general office of this .ompany is a little 
ambiguous, and for that reason it has been sent 
back to New-York to get their construction of it. 
I think it was Gen. Eckert’s intention to make the 
prder perfectiy clear, but a misunderstanding 
peems to hve creptin on the subject of Sunday 
work. I think the order was meant to effect a 
practical raise by shortening the hours of service, 
and that willbe the clear reading of it when it 
comes back from New-York. Ahout one-quar- 
ter of the men employed in this office 
are on the reguiar jav-roll. The remainder 
greextramen. J] do not know that this is particu- 
larly advantageous to the company. It is the con- 
dition in which I found things when I came hee, 
and [ have never seen any nevessity for changing 
ft. The larger offices must of necessity havea 
large extra force. When I am informed just how 
the order is intended to be read I ma, have some- 
thing more to say on the subject.”

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ROBERT DREW'S DOMESTIC FEUDS. 


—_—_—_—— oo . 
ANOTHER CHAPTER IN HIS HISTORY—ON 
TRIAL IN INDIANA FOR RBIGAMY. 

Lockport, N. Y., July 15.—The donestic 
woes of Robert Drew extend to three States and 
a partof Canada. Tur Timxsof April 15 and 18 
gave a glimpse of this man’s curious and eventful 
history in dispatches from Lockport, reporting the 
trial of the action brought against him by his wife 
for divorce. This, however, was only a single 
chapter of the singular story, and the unfolding of 
another yives opportunity for a statement of the 

facts in this case. 

Robert Drew is 67 years old, quaint in appear- 
ance, with a heavy shock of dark hair, and along 
black beard. He was long a resident of Niagara 
County, where he now owns property; he is worth, 
now, $50,000, and not long ago was worth double 
that amount. He was married in Orleans County 
in 1839, and lived there with his wife till 1846, when 
they removed to Erie, County, where they lived till 
1873. In that year a domestic explosion of 


the worst kind occurred, each accusing the 
other of unfaithfulness, and they separated. 
Mrs. Drew went to live with a married daughter 
in Orleans County, ana Mr. Drew went to DeKalb 
County, lil. Soon after a disreputable divorce 
lawyer procured tor Drew what he supposed or 
pretends that be supposed was a divorce from his 
wife, and for this worthless document Mr. Drew 
paid $387 50, and joyfully imagined himself free. 
He was next heard of at Russellville, Ky , where 
he gained the affections of Miss Cordelia B. Hes- 
ter, who was then 25 years old, and prevailed upon 
her to marry him. They were wedded at Jefter- 
sonvilie, Ind., March 16, 1881. In the Summer 
of that year Drew took his new wife to Fort 
Erie, Canada, opposite Buffalo, where she has 
since been. In the following November he visited 
his first wife at Middleport, Niagara County. to 
procure some paper and a most stormy interview 
occurred. The exact occurrences bave not been 
told mm court, but a charge is still pending in this 
county against one of the interested persons for 
felonious assault. Learning of the marriage of 
her husbuna with Miss Hester, Mrs. Drew insti- 
tuted an action aguinst him for divorce. He made 
a detense, alleging her own misconduct, and al- 
though she was almost 60 years o!d at the time al- 
leged, he succeeded in convincing a jury at the 
Niagara Circuit last April that she had been guilty 
of infidelity, ani her action was dismissed. 

The scene shifts again to Jeffersonville, Ind., 
where the trial of an indictment against Drew for 
bigamy in his marriage with, Miss Hester, found on 
complaint of his first wife, is now in progress. It 
is presumed that his defense is thut he believed he 
hada valid divorce from his first wife, and that 
his marriage with Miss Hester, though utterly 
void in law, was lacking in the element 
of criminal intent. Two grown-up chil- 
dren of the first marriage are divided 
in their sympathies as to this family feud, the son 
taking sides with bis father, while the married 
daughter adheres to the mother, and her husband 
is a witness against Drew on the present trial. 
Those who pretend to know the inside of this 
ficht say that the property of Robert Drewis really 
the main interest at stake, and that for the last 10 
years Mrs. Drew No. 1 has steadily pursued that ob- 
ject. In the meantime, Drew ho.ds a mortgage on 
the property of his son-in-law in Niagara County, 
which he is foreclosing. 
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GENERAL RAILROAD ‘NOTES. 


The officers of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company expect that the last spike in their main 
line will be driven some time in the first week of 
September. lit has been decided that the excur- 
sion train which is to carry the invited guests from 
this City to witness the ceremonies of completion 
wiil leave here on Aug. 30. A large number of 
prominent men have accepted invitations to go, 
and President Villard is facetiously reported to be 


practicing with a heavy hammer so that he can 
drive in the silver spike without mashing his toes. 
The two lines of track are steadily approaching 
each other. The line going westward has reached 
apoint 15 miles beyond Helena, Montana, very 
near the mouth of the Mullen Tunnel, and that 
coming eastward is a few miles this side of the 
town of Missoula, Montana. The two lines are 
now about 100 miles apart, but the intervening 
space is fully graded and nothing remains but to 
lay the tracks. The weather is said to be favora- 
ble and large gangs of laborers are working at all 
hours of daylight. The totgi length of the main 
line when completed wil! be 2,152 miles. 

The Directors of the Texas and Pacific Railway 
Company have decided to retire $226,000 of income 
bonds, which will leave $8,682,000 of those bonds 
outstanding. The annual interest, which became 
due on the incomes July 1, was not paid because 
the officers of the company declare that it was not 
earned. The income bonds will be retired at par, 
with accrued interest, in payment for lands 
bought from the company. By this method of re- 
demption it is explained that the holder of 10 
bonds at the present market value will receive 
$11,400 worth of land for $6,200. The land is now 
selling at from $2 to $5 an acre, and the Texas and 
Pacific Railway Company has about 4, 608,000 acres 
of unsold land in Texas, some of which the Di- 
rectors think will be as acceptable to the income 
bondholders as the bonds themselves. The stated 
assets of the company are $44,609,589 03. 


Lonpon, July 13.—The House of Lords has 
dismissed, with costs, the appeal in the case of 
McHenry against President Jewett and the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad Company. 
The suit involved £286,000. McHenry,in his ap- 
peal, claimed that he was entitled to £159,000 
commission, and disputed his liability for the sum 
chargea against him by the Erie Railway Com- 
pany, but the court deciared the burden of proof 
to be on McHenry, who failed to substantiate his 
assertions. 


Topeka, Kan., July 13.—Attorney-General 
Johnson yesterday commenced two quo warranto 
suits against the Kansas Pacific and Union Pacific 
Railroad Companies, which were directed tw be 
brought by the concurrent resolutions passed by 
the last Legislature. The suit is to forfeit the 
franchise of the Kansas Road, because of its fail- 
ure to perform certain duties, and because of its 
consolidation with the Union Pacific. The peti- 
tion asks to have the State take charge of the 
property. 

St. Louis, July 13.—The Secretary of the 
Board of Equalization has just completed a table 
showing the number of railroads and their valua- 
tion as fixed by the board |ast year. The number 
of roads is 73, and their total valuation is 236,871,- 
$56, an increase of $2,498.00) over the previous 
year. The total value of railroad bridges and tele- 
graph tines in the State is $39,754,000, an increase 
over the preceding year of $4,133,000. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—The President has 
appointed Byron Andrews, of Washington, D. C.; 
William H. Bridgeman, of Stamford, Conn., and 
Dudley F. Phelps, of New York City, a commission 
to examine and report upon 25 miles of road con- 
structed by the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany on the Missoula Division, in Montana.

CuicaGo, July 15.—Arrangements have 
been made by which the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company, the Wabash, St. Louis, and Pacific 
Railway. and the Great Western Division of the 
Grand Trunk Railway wiilon Sunday open what 
will hereafter be known as the Chicago, Detroit 


and Niagara Falis Snort Line. It is the expressed 
intention of the management to fuily equip this 
new line with all modern improvements. A train 
will leave Chicago at 8:50 A. M., arriving in 
Detroit at 6:50 P. M., in Niagara Falls at 
3:40 A. M.. and in New-York at 7 P.M. Another 
train will leave this city at 4:15 P. M., arrive at 
Detroit at 1A.

SAMUEL C. COLLINS. 

Samuel C. Collins, a prominent type-founder 
of Philadelphia, and a member of the Common 
Council from the Fifteenth Ward, died very sud- 
denly in bed, at his residence, yesterday morning. 
When he retired on Thursday nigit he was appar- 
ently in robust health, and be had been in a par- 
ticularly cheerful humor. His wife discovered 
him to be unconscious at 6 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and summoned several physicians, but 


all efforts to revive him proved futile, and 
death ensued in a short time. Mr. Collins 
had been afflicted with heart disense for 
a number of years, to which distemper his death is 
attributed. In 1854, in partnership with Alexander 
McLeester, he established the type foundry of Coi- 
lins & MeLeester in Philadelphia. The business, 
from the beginning, proved very profitable and 
successful. Mr. Collins was a stanch Republican, 
although very independent in his public acts. He 
was elected to the Common Council from the Fif- 
teenth Ward in 1875, and soon became one of the 
small band that in that day began to battle vigor- 
ously for reform in municipal affairs. He served 
upon the most prominent of the standing commit- 
tees and also upon several special committees 
which performed important services. Notable 
among these were the committee which conducted 
the gas trust investigation of 1881. Mr. Collins was 
a member of the Union League and Union Repub- 
licans Clubs and was a Mason of high decree.

coL. F. W. CURTENIUS. 

Col, Frederick W. Curtenius, President of 
the First National Bank of Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
one of the oldest and wealthiest of the citizens of 
that place, died yesterday. Col. Curtenius grad- 
uated at Hamilion College in 1823, and began the 
study of law, but after three months’ study he 
joined the South American patriots under Bolivar. 
At the age of 18 he embarked for South America, 
and was commissioned Lieutenant in the New- 
Granada army. He was wounded and returned 


to New-York, and in 1831 was made a Colonel! of 
State —- He went to Kalamazoo in 1835, and 
in 1842 he was a member of the Visiting Board 
of West Point. In 1847 he raised a regiment and 
went into the Mexican war, serving until the close. 
From 1855 to 1861 be was Adjutant-Gereral of 
Michigan, and at the optbreak of the war be raised 
and commanded the Sixth Michigan Infantry. In 
1856 and 1867 he was State Senator from Kalama- 
zoo County, and in 1868 he was Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue of the Fourth District of Michigan.

WHAT COLORED EDITORS WANT. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED AT THE PRESS CON- 
VENTION IN 8ST. LOUIS. 

Sr. Lovurs, July 13.—During yesterday after- 
noon's session of the Colored Press Convention the 
Committee on Resolutions submitted a series of 
resolutions declaring in favor of co-education of 
the races and of mixed schools and teachers; urg- 
ing the pursuit of the industrial arts by negroes; 
pledging every means in their power to open up 


machine shops, factories, and industrial schools to 
negro youth es apprentices and students; adviving 
negroes to pre-empt or purchase public lands; 
favoring the improvement of navigation on the 
Mississippi River and the protection of its banks 
from overflow: declaring it detrimental to the 
best interests of the negro race and repugnant to 
ideal political manhood to be made the tool of any 
existing political party, or to be tied to any 
political kite, and pledging the Colored 
Press Association to henceforward influence 
under all circumstances the colored voters 
of the country to exercise their right of suffrage 
untrammeled by party claims; to support meas- 
ures.and principles as they conceive them to be 
for the best interests of the country and the race; 
to demand recognition commensurate with the 
strengthof the colored voters of the country of 
that party to which they may see fit to become 
allies, and henceforth to occupy the same inde- 
pendent position as is occupied by Swedes, Ger- 
mans, and other citizens. Resolutions were also 
adopted stating that the convention was in sym- 
pathy with the Republican Party on the tariff ques- 
tion, and urging that the word “ Negro” be written 
and printed with a capital ‘‘N."’ Resolutions ask- 
ing the Secretary of the Interlor to appropriate 
$5,000 for the support of the negro schools in the 
Indian Territory, and favoring high tariff on im- 
ported sugar were tabled. 

During the debate on the resolutions Miss Annie 
C, Sneed. a daughter of the Rev. Samuel K. Sneed, 
of Kentucky, who, she said, freed his slaves and 
made himself poor because he thought it right, was 
introduced, and made a speech to the convention, 
as did also Mrs. Alice Peterson. Both spoke on 
the subject of temperance, especially urging that 
children be instructed regarding the evils of aleo- 
hol. The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President—W. A. Pledger, of Geor- 
gia; First Vice-President—W. T. Scott, Llinois; 
Second Vice-President—W. A. Sinclair. Tennessee; 
Recording Secretary—W. O. Vance, Indiana; Cor- 
responding Secretary—H. Simokins, Arkansas; 
Treasurer—W. J. Simmons, Kentucky. The con- 
vention then adjourned. The next meeting will 
be held in Detroit on the second Tuesday in July, 
1884. Last night the delegates were entertained at 
the armory by the Atlack and the Sumner Guaras, 
two colored military companies. 
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TEXAS COLORED MEN. 

GALVESTON, July 13.—The News’s Austin 
special says the Colored Men's State Convention 
before final adjournment adopted an address to 
the people. It congratulates the State upon the 
friendly relations of the races in Texas; assumes 
that the few cases of wrong and oppression upon 
the colored people are exceptional, and that the 


great body of whites are friendly; condemns lynch 
law; asserts that as railway passengers the negroes 
are badly treated; says they do not want in 
this matter to ask for social equality, but will 
freely accept social separation with equai accom- 
modations on trains for the same pay; advises 
their people to discharge ignorant aud immoral 
teachers and preachers whose teaching and exam- 
oe keep superstition and vice alive; discourages 
mmigration from the State, and even from county 
to ane unless for best of reasons; recommends 
the purchase of lands and homes and the produe- 
tion of home comforts and necessaries of life be- 
fore producing articles for sale, and that young 
men should be encouraged to learn trades, and 
counsels local organizations to encourage all these 
tims. The closing paragraph lets the Republican 
Party know that the colored people rest solid in 
that organization.

NEGROES ASKING PROTECTION. 
GALVESTON, July 13.—A special dispatch 
from Austin to the \ews says: “Gov. Ireland has 
received a letter from five colored persons of Ma- 
rion County complaining of the recent lynching 
of two negroes, alleged to have been guilty of 
taping a white woman in that county. The letter 
says that several young men have also been 
lynched, and that the County Judge and county 
officers would not protect them. The writers ap- 
peal to the Governor for protection, and threaten 
10 take the law in their own hands if the demand 
is not complied with. The Governor, in reply, re- 
grets tiat the law is not allowed to have its full 
sway, and points out that no specific appeal has 
been made for redress. He promises that if an 
appeal is made the Executive will endeavor to see 
that the law isnot impeded. The Governor's re 
ply concludes as follows: ‘I have to say that the 
threat to redress supposed wrougs through metb- 
ods of your own is no® calculated to do you any 
good.’”’

AFFAIRS IN PERU. 


RAPID PACIFICATION IN THE NORTH—AN 
INTERCEPTED LETTER. 


PANAMA, July 5.—Great satisfaction is felt at 
the rapid pacification of the North of Peru and the 
withdrawal of the Chillans. Everybody is heartily 
sick of the whole affair, with the exception of the 
Montoneros, and the advent of peace is warmly 
welcomed. Several very important towns inthe 
North have been evacuated and are now inthe 
hands of authorities appointed by Iglesias, while 
in the interlor and onthe coast the Peruvian flag 
is flying in places where it had not beer seen for 


many months past. The people of Arequipa are 
said to be ripe for revolt on bebalf of Iglesias and 
peace, but are kept down by the presence of the 
troops. The newspapers in that town publish no 
editorials, as the editors declare they will not 
write and submit their articles to the police cen- 
sure, which bas been re-established. The greatest 
confusion is reported to exist. The members of 
the Government do not agree one with the other, 
they do not agree with the Congress, the people 
are dissatisfied with the authorities, who 
in turn are dissatisfied with the statements 
of the press. In fact, Montonero and his ad- 
herents have lost all prestige. A correspondent at 
Cerrode Pasco of // /ueblo, the Iglesias organ, 
declares that the inhabitants of that place and 
others in the vicinity have suffered severely at the 
hands of Caceres; that his troops at the town of 
Huarica shot 14 prisoners, among them an Ameri- 
can named Puriey, who was aecused of being a 
Chilian spy, ama that the owner of the Chinche 
Plantation had everything swept off, including 
money, horses, and cattle, and was himself 
taken off a prisoner. Castro Zaldivar, Iglesias’s 
agent in Lima, recently sent a dispatch to the lat- 
ter, which was intercepted, and, among other 
curiosities, contained the following: 

“ Ry the use of great efforts I have obtained a loan of 
$30,000 from Gen. Lynch, which is to be returned from 
the Custom-houses which are gradually turned over 
tous. Herewith | send the receipt, which even bears 
the requisite stamps. Advise Vidal Garcia to return 
this money from the first receipts, for the sake of his 
honor and my own, and in order that your Govern- 
ment may commence by faithfully complying with 
its obligations, and so that, whatever unforeseen cir- 
cumstances may occur, we shall be free from all re- 
sponsibility. * * * Of thissum $19,000 will suffice 
to enable Vidal toreach Trujtiio, $10,000 I send to 
you, and with the remaining $10,000 1 shall purchase 
5v0 rifles, with aminunition, and send them to you by 
the next steamer to Trujillo. * * * I have spoken 
10 no one of this loan, and desire that you will observe 
the same secrecy, because If it be publicly spoken of 
they will believe I have received millions, as there 
have aiready been villains to say in Trujillo, and even 
here, that efor Lavalle and I have sold ourselves to 
the Chillans foralargesum. What acountry, where 
good deeds receive no thanks, and where the only 
payment we recelve is calumny and the risk of assus- 
sination !” 

The yellow fever at Callao and Lima is causing 
serious mortality. A correspondent at Callao 
writes: “The authorities continue to employ 
every means known to modern science to fight the 
germs of the much-feared epidemic, which, thanks 
to this zeal, has not broken out with the violence 
which was at first feared. The city at night ap- 
pears Jike a vast encampment from the number of 
bonfires which .are kept burning; and truly it 
may be said thata battle is being waged against 
an invisible though formidable enemy, over whom 
victory is certain.” 

At daylight on June 8 a strong and somewhat 
prolonged earthquake was experienced in Callao. 
It did no damage, although it o.nsed muen alarm

CONGRESS CLOSED AND RECONVENED—A 


CRISIS TIDED OVER. 


PANAMA, July 5.—The President of Colom- 
bia, Dr. Otalora, is not a decided partisan of Dr. 
Nunez for the next Presidency, while all the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet favor that gentleman. They 
have consequently been indulging in a little wire- 
pulling, and did not very decidedly oppose a vote 
of censure on the President which it was suegest- 
ed should be passed in Congress. A great deal of 
political manceuvring ensued, resulting in no ses- 
sion of the Deputies being held for three days, 
which was equivalent, under the Constitution, to 
closing Congress, This sudden dissolution of the 
Assembly led to intense excitement. Some urged 


the President to do without Congress and without 
the passage of bills now before it, which would 
have been almost equivalent to a Dictatorship. 
Others urged a milder course, and recommended 
that the President should call an extraordinary 
session. President Otalora adopted this plan, and 
a working _—. is in daily attendance in the 
Senate aod House of Representatives. A message 
was received from Bogota yesterday which states 
thet the excitement has disappeared, although 
traces of the crisis which has so fortunately been 
tided over are still observable. The Presidential 
election, however, threatens to be attended with 
serious trouble. 

Heavy shipments of coin continue to be made 
from Bogota, much to the alarm of the note-holaers. 
Frequent eonferences have taken place between 
the managersfof the different banks, and it is pro- 
posed to declare the responsibility for the notes in 
circulation common among the banks, after their 
books and recent operations have been inspected 
by a committee to be ea by themselves, It 
is thought much of the present trouble would be 
avoided if the mints at Bogota, Medellin, and 
Popayan were kept in working order 

The Star and Herald re nmends the Colomblan 
Government to open a port at the mouth of the 
Atrato River. At present goods have to be entered 
at Carthagena, 250 miles away, before they can be 
landed there. A company is being formed in the 
United States under a concession of 250,000 
hectares of land in the mountains which lie be- 
tween the State of Antioquia and the Atrato River, 
and througbout the whole of this region alluviai and 
quartz mines are known to exist, as well as miner- 
als of nearly every other class. The company com- 
mences operations with an assured capital, and 
intends peopling its concession with immigrants, 
but if its vessels are compelied to proceed to 
Carthagena and delay there while a sleepy Custom- 
house officer examines their cargoes, vexatious 
and annoying delay, and consequent expense and 
loss, are sure to follow, and do much to cause the 
failure of what at present is a most promising un- 
dertaking. 

In consequence of the prevalence of yellow fever 
and smali-pox at New-Orleans and Jamaica, the 
Isthmus authorities are talking of establishing a 
quarantine against those places. 

A pew voleano has appeared at Servita, six miles 
from Villavicencio, in the State of Cundinamarca, 
The smoke from it can be seen at a great distance 
in the day-time, and at night it ejects a column of 
smoke and flame. Those who have visited it could 
not approach close to it owing to the beat. 

The cattle trade with Cuba from the Atlantic 
coast of Colombia is rapidly increasing. At the 
fair recently held at Magangue all were bought, 
and there were purchasers for 4,000 head more. 
One firm is senaing over 1,500 head per month in 
a steamer it is running. 
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NOTES FROM CHILI. 

Panama, July 5.—In the President’s mes- 
sage to Congress the separation of Church and 
State is frankly and boldly proclaimed as the only 
eolution to the difficulties and conflicts which are 
continually springing up between the civil and 
ecclesiastical powers. The secularization of the 


cemeteries and the passage of the Civil Marriages 
and Register bill are strongly recommended. 

A Santiago paper reports the arrival of the ratt- 
fied convention with Great Britain respecting the 
claims of British subjects for losses occasioned by 
the war. 

During May there were exported from the port 
of Antofagasta 4,608,684 pounds of nitrate, making 
a total during the present year of 43,069,107 pounds. 
Other shipments from the port were 51 bars of sti- 
ver, valued at $151,959; 100 barrels of iodine, 298 
sacks of argentiferous ores, and 11,750 quingtals of 
copper ore. 
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QUIFT IS BOLIVIA, 

Panama, July 5.—The latest reliable news 
here from La Paz declares everything to be quiet, 
that no one hears military operations spoken of, 
and that the optimists believe Bolivia will ulti- 
mutely become the possessor of Tacna and Arica. 

A company has been tormed in La Paz, witha 
capital of $300,000, to plant cascariila trees and en- 
gace generally in business in ail quinine-producing 
barks.

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WHY MR. BROWNING WENT AWAY

SUDDENLY STARTING FOR EUROPE AND 


LEAVING HEAVY LIABILITIES. 


William H. Browning came to this country 
from England in 1870. He was the champion 
wrestler of Devonshire. With Ellis, the champion 
of London, and Darby Doyle, he gave exhibitions 
at Harry Hill’s Theatre one Winter. He was a ma- 
son and had no difficulty in finding work at his 
trade. Five years agohe began building houses 
on his ownaccount. Thursday he sailed for Ply- 
meuth, England, in the sing’ leaving 19. houses 
in course of construction, and obligations to the 
amount of about $60,000. Twelve of the houses 
arein Fourtb-avenue, between Sixty-ninth and 
Seventieth streets, and seven in East Sixty-third 


street. Attachments against’ the buildings were 
obtained from Judge Donohue in the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, by essrs. 
Guggenheimer & Untermeyer, on behalf of 
George A. Haggerty, a dealer in  hard- 
ware, and by Mr. Matthew Daly on 
bebalf of James Fay,a plumber. Browning owes 
Haggerty $1,730 and Fay $8,400. There area large 
namber of other creditors. According to the affi- 
davits on which the attachments were issued yes- 
terday, Browning, after having aliowed a large 
number of liens to be put on the houses he was 
erecting, last week negotiated a loan of $30,000 
from Charles T. Barney, of No. 82 Broadway. The 
understanding between him and Mr. Barney was 
thathe should use the money in clearing away 
the liens. In the early part of last week he 
received $6,000 on account of the loan, but did not 
apply any part of it tothe reduction of his debts. 
On Saturday, July 7, he received the remainder 
from Mr. Barney, to whom he gave a number of 
checks to be sent by the latter to some of his 
creditors. Hesaid that he would deposit in the 
Fifth National Bank the money to meet these 
checks. Mr. Barney sent the checks to the cred- 
itors, but when they went to the bank they found 
no money. Investigation revealed the fact that 
Browning had sailed for Europe. 

Browning has a family consisting of a wife ant 
nine children, who live at No. 441 East Seventy- 
seventh-street. He is a man over 40 years old, and 
has done well since he became a builder. Mr. 
Haggerty thought he was foolish to le:ve. He has 
always had the confidence of men with whom he 
dealt, and it was a great surprise that be should 
have gone inthe way he did. He would have cleared 
$40,000 or more on his houses, When Browning 
wert he took his son William, a young man 
of 20, with him, and _ investe his son 
Harry. 22 years old, with the power of 
attorney to act for him. Before going he paid 
Harry Hill $16,000 of borrowed money. His son 
Harry said his father left the country because his 
creditors were pressing him too hard. He had 
been sick with hemmorhages and could not stand 
the worry. His son William went with him to 
take care of him if he should grow worse. He 
had only $10,000 or $12,000 to take withhim. He 
said he thought he would go away for a few 
weeks, and when the matter was settled up come 
back. One of the objects of his trip was to secure 
$10,000, now in chancery in England, that 
was coming to him. An accounting showed that 
if the buildings were completed the creditors 
would be paid in full, and there would be at least 
$25,000 left over if the properiy was put on a 
forced market. The son said that if his father had 
staid he could not have satisfied his creditors at 
once owing to the state of things. Mr. Hill was 
unsecured, so he thought best to pay him to save 
bim from loss. The obligations outside of the loan 
were entirely for materials and work.

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MME, PATTI’S BOUDOIR CAR. 


PRINCELY TRAVELING ACCOMMODATIONS FOR 
COL, MAPLESON’S OPERA TROUPE. 


Three cars are being constructed at the Gil- 
bert Car Shops, in Troy, forthe use of the Maple- 
son Opera Company during the coming seascn. 
One will be for the exclusive use of Mme. Patti 
and Niccolini. The oars are being built for the 
Mann Boudoir Car Company. Count Zacharoff, the 
Acting Secretary, said yesterday that the eompany 
had the contract to provide the cars to take Patti 
and the remainder of Col. Mapjeson’s company to 
60 cities in the United States. Replying to 


the report that Patt! would not be Maple- 
son’s prima donna, the diva herself has sent a 
dispatch to the Count saying: ‘*I am certainly 
going with Col. Mapleson. Contradict the report 
to the contrary.” Count Zacharoff said that the 
cars, which weredlevised by Col. Mann, an Amer- 
ican inventor, were running on 60 lines in Europe. 
Ten other cars were to be constructed besides 
those tor Col. Mapleson, and the company ex- 
pected to have them in service on four of the im- 
portant lines by Oct. 1. The car for Patti’s ac- 
commodation will be called the Adelina Patti. It 
will have a dome roof, and the exterior will 
be in dark blue and gold. Along one side 
will run a wide corridor. In the centre 
will be a spacious drawing-room fitted with 
divans, a table, sideboard, and other appointments 
Adjoining, on one side, will be Patti's room, and on 
the other Niccolini’s, and at elther extreme will be 
a room for Patti's maid and Niccolini’s valet. There 
will be linen closets, lavatories. and other rooms 
besides. The car will be ventilated by a process 
similar to that in use at the Madison-Square Thea- 
tre, by which thetemperature in the heated term 
can be redueed 10°, and heating apparatus de- 
signed for the purpose isto be employed in cold 
weather. The car will be upholstered in satin, 
even to the walls themselves, according to designs 
prepared by the upholsterer to the Prince of Wales 
in London. The car is to cost $55,000. 

The other two cars will be of the same pattern 
as the service cars. There will be acorridor the 
full length, with boudoirs accommodating four 
persons each. Altogether there will be room for 
24 persons in a car. In every boudoir will be a 
couch on which a person may recline at length, 
and which at night can be converted into the up- 
per berth. A table can be transformed into 
steps leading up to the berth. The walls areto be 
covered with embossed leather, heavily padded, 
which, in addition to comfort, will afford protection 
to passengers in case of accident. The heating 
and cooling apparatus wiil be used in every car, 
and the exterior will bein dark blue and gold. A 
peculiarity about the cars will be the arrangement 
of the berths, which will extend crosswise instead 
of lengthwise, and the motion will not be felt near- 
ly so much asin the ordinary palace car. The cost of 
these cars will be from $25,000 to $30,000 each. The

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PRINCETON'S SCHOOL OF PHILOSOPHY. 

President James McUosb, of Princeton 
College, has issued the following circular in re. 
gard tothe new school of philosophy which is to 
be established next year, and of which he is to be 
the head: 


“Inthe Academic Department we have at the 
present time six Professors and tutors in classics; 
three Professors in English; two Professors and an 
instructor in Continental languages and litera- 
ture; four Professors and tutors in mathematics; 
seven Professors and assistants in physical and 
chemical science, and six Professors and instruc- 
tors 1n natural history, (biology.) It is now the in- 
tention of the college to enlarge the department 
of philosophy. I mean to continue my instruc- 
tion of psychology, the history of philosophy, 
and discussions in contemporary philosoohy, 
adding, if requested, a shurt course on esthetics. 
Dr. Shields will lecture on the interesting topics 
connected with the relation of science and religion. 
Prof. Sloane, who was for years secretary to Mr. 
Bancroft, the historian, and latterly an ac- 
ceptable Professor of Latin in Princeton 
College, has been appointed Professor of 
the Philosophy of History and of Political 
Science, including Government. Prof. Ormond, 
an ex-Fellow of this college, and who stood first in 
the intercol egiate eontest in mental science, and 
latterly a successful Professor in the State Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, has been appointed Professor of 
Logic, Deductive and Invuctive, and next year will 
also teach ethics. It is intended, if po «sible, dur- 
ing the coming year to appoint a Professor of 
Moral Philosophy, theoretical and practical, and 
also a Professor of Jurisprudence and Political 
Economy. These six chairs will constitute a 
School of Philosephy. The Professors will 
give instruction ju the undergraduate, but also in 
the postgraduate, course, discussing the impor- 
tant questions of the day in speculative philosophy 
and in social economic science. Four of these 
departments, and I belleve a fifth, will be in opera- 
tion the coming year, (188-4,) and the sixth as 
soon as the proper person can be had. In addition, 
Prof. Patton, of the Theological Seminary, will 
give a short course of lectures on the higher 
metaphysics, and Prof. Scott and Prof. Osborn, 
who have specially studied the subject in London, 
Cambridge, and Heidelberg, as well as in this col- 
lege, will lecture on the relation of the brain and 
nerves tothe mind. All the instruction given will 
proceed in the way of observing facts, but in order 
to establish fundamental principles, and in the 
hope of raising and fostering an American school 
of philosophy, as distinguished from the @ priori 
school of Germany and tne materialistic physio- 
logical schools of England.”

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END OF A NOTED BURGLAR.

DEATH OF FREDERICK BRAUN IN A JERSEY 
CITY HOSPITAL. 

Frederick Braun, the burglar and would-be 
murderer, who was shot by Police Officer Donovan 
early last Monday morning, died at the Charity 
Hospital in that City at 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Of his early history very little that is 
authentic is known. He told many conflicting 
stories about himself, both o7 his life in Germany 
and in New-York. Yesterday morning, shortly 
after his death, Police Inspector W. H. Lange, of 
Jersey City, went to Hoboken ani learned from 
Andreas Weinspuck, a barber at Fourth and Gar- 
den streets, who claimed to know him intimately 
both here and in Europe, that the real name 
of the dead man was Frederick Braun. 
He was born an _ illegitimate child in 
the ;little town of Bruchsal, Baden, in 
1854. His mother is said to have been a very band- 
some woman. His father, whose name was 
Braun, deserted her soon after his birth, and she 
married a linen manufacturer named Fotzler, who 
supported her and her boy. When he was a mere 


lad he developed vicious and thieving qualities, 
To break him of these habits his foster-father took 
him into his mill office, but, instead of having a 
curative effect, that only gave him chances to pur- 
sue his evil courses still further, and at the age of 
16 he was incorrigible and his parents sent him to 
America to shift for himself. He was engaged in 
the robbery of James McCreery’s store, at 
Broadway and Eleventh-street, about four 
ears ago. He was sent to Sing Sing for 
is complicity in this crime. but _ his 
sentence was commuted to three years for a valiant 
defense of a keeper who was being attacked by an 
anery convict. Hetold Dr. Gray, the house phy- 
sician, thatin hisencounter with the Jersey City 
police officers be had an accomplice, who managed 
toescape. He acknowledged having beaten an 
Italian named Lieder, living on First-avenue, with- 
in an inch of his life, because he had objected to 
being robbed. He took part inthe robbery of the 
Freiburger Hof, on Green wich-street, several years 
ago. Helis now supposed to be the “ Big Fritz” 
wanted fora robbery which was investigated by 
Detectives Bowe and Keenan, of the Jersey City 
force, four years ago. From the moment he en- 
tered the hospital ward he expressed keen regrets 
that he had not killed both of the officers who ac- 
complished his capture. He was a giant in 
strength, 6 feet high, broad-shouldered, deep-chest- 
ed, like an oarsman, with long, clean, muscular 
limbs. He did not carry an ounce of surperfluous 
flesh, and when in training was a most formidable 
antagonist. ‘ . 

From the moment le was taken to the police 
station, before he had seen a physician, he felt cer- 
tain that he would die, and at no time did he ever 
lose sight of this idea. He sent directly for a 
Catholic priest, and made a confession to him 
and received the last sacraments for the dying. 
After reaching the hospital he rallied from the ef- 
fects of his wound. and was shackled by the 
Warden for fear that he might even then attempt 
to escape. When it seemed possible that he might 
recover he attempted to buy a razor to finish the 
work begun by the officer’s buliet. On Wednes- 
day he sent for Warden Osborne, and re- 
quested the services of a Protestant clergyman, 
“I thought you were a Catholic,” said the 
Warden. “Sol am,” responded Braun, “but I 
want to see some level-headed old chap, whe has 
education and experience and has traveled, to tell 
me all about death. The Catholic Church has 
done allit can for me.” The Rev. Dr. F. C. Put- 
nam, Rector of St. Paul’s Episeopai Church, Jer- 
sey City, was summoned. ‘ihe burglar told him 
that he was baptized in the Catholic communion 
when he was a baby and confirmed at the age of 
14. He took communion a fortnight later for the 
first and last time. He said that he wanted 
his life written as a warning to other 
young men. He attempted to teil tne doctor some 
of bis varied experiences, but his breathing was so 
painful that he was obliged to leave his tale unfin- 
ished, and he died with his secrets safely buried in 
his own breast. He appeared for the nonce quite 
softened, and in parting asked whether he 
could be pardoned for all his sins. He was 
told that if he was truly penitent he 
would be. The Rev. Cornelius Brett, Pastor 
of the Bergen Reformed Church, was also called. 
He said to him that he had spent four years at 
Heidelberg University and was expelled for mis- 
conduct. Tie asked for prayers, and after they 
had been offered he folded his hands on his breast 
and repeated the Lord's Prayer. On theafternoon 
before he died Mr. Brett cal‘ed on him again, but 
Braun was delirious. That was the last attempt 
that was made to see him by any clergyman. All 
day Thursday he raved in thieves’ ianguage and 
held imaginary conversations with bis once familiar 
* pals,” and such names as * Dutch Jack,” “ Maro 
Raymond,” ‘“Snib Jake,” and ‘Bill, the Bloke,” 
were constantly on bis feverish lips. From his talk 
he evidently thought that he was in New-York and 
engaged in his neferious pursuits, He frequently 
boasted of his ability to rob a chicken-house. Late 
in the afternoon he asked the Warden for a claret 

unch. Afterhe had finished the glass he turned 

is face to the wall and said: “Well, now I am 
ready.’ Those were his last words. 

Immediately after his death his body was re- 
moved from the ward, and yesterday morning a 
post-mortem examination was held by County 
Physician Converse and House Physicians Gray 
and Means. It was found that the fatal ball had 
entered the left breast four and one-half inches 
from the eentre of the breast bone and a little be- 
low the collar bone. It fractured a portion of the 
second rib in its entrance and passed through the 
upper lobe of the left lung backward and down- 
ward, and lodged near the spinal column. Death 
was eaused by internal hemorrhages. 

It is remarkable that he lived as long as he did, 
and is only attributable to his magnificent consti- 
tution and great strength. He lost only f0 pounds 
during his illness, and weighed 160 pounds after 
death. ‘‘he Coroner decided not to hold any in- 
quest. At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon Frank 
Gohl, of No. 987 First-avenue, sent for the body, 
which was taken fo his residence, where the fune- 
ral services will be held to-day. 
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VICTIMS OF BLAZING 


A BOY BURNED TO DEATH AND TWO MEN 
SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


At 4o’clock yesterday afternoon an alarm 
of fire was sounded from box No. 72 in Paterson, 
N. J. Direetly afterward paseers-by on Main- 
street saw three men, who had evidently been 
badly burned, rush hastily out of the paint store of 
James F. Norwood & Co., at No. 170 Main-street. 
Mayor Barnert, who was near by, ran out into the 
street after one of the men, who seemed bewil- 
dered, and, throwing his coat around him, hurried 
him across the street and intoa drug store, whith- 
er Dr. Warner was quickly summoned. The first 
man was James Dunkerley, the partnerof Mr. Nor- 
wood in the paint store,a young man of about 30 
years. The other was Jacob H. Vanderbeck, aged 


about 25, a tall, museular young fellow, employed 
in the paint store. According to their story, they 
had gone down into the cellar with a lantern after 
some kerosene-oi!,in company with Frederick Scott, 
alad of 17 or 18 years. In some unaccountable 
manner the barrel of oil exploded and instantly 
enveloped the whole partyin flames of burning 
oil. Vanderbeck was nearest to the stairway and 
sprang toward it. leaping across an open stairway 
leading to the sub-cellar. He bethought himself of 
Mr. Dunkerley, who had not followed him, as he 
perceived, and turning back he assisted Mr. Dank- 
erley out of the burning death-trap into 
which they had got. Thus both men és- 
caped with their lives, though terribly burned. 
Mr. Dunkerley was very badly burned 
about the face and arms, and the burning oil run- 
ning off his face gave the impression at first that 
his eyes were burned out, which was not the case, 
as he could see very well when the oil was wiped 
away. Mr. Vanderbeck was found Sto be badly 
burned anpout the face and arms, and his hair was 
burned off. His eyes also pained him mueh, al- 
though it is not thought they will give him serious 
trouble. Had it not been for his heroism in turn- 
ing back to save his employer's life, he would 
have escaped with the moat trifling injuries. Isaac 
Shannon, a third of the party, had bis hair singed 
off and a few burns from the spattered oil. 

There was the fourth man yet to be accounted 
for, and Mr. Dunkerley kept ingniring for him. It 
was nearly 5 o'clock before the firemen in the 
store found in the eellar an almost unrecognizable 
maas, bearing some semblance of a human bedy, 
shockingly burned and covered with green oil. 
This proved to te the body of Frederick Scott, He 
had been furthestin tbe cellar at the time of the 
explosion, and found it impossible to escape 
through the blazing oil. The body was removed 
to the police station near by until his famiiy could 
be communicated with. He was a very bright and 
promising youth. Itis17 or 18 years since a life 
has been lost by a fire in Paterson, and this calam- 
ity created great and wide-spread excitement in 
the city last night. The fire did but little damage 
to property. 

Last night Mr. Vanderbeck gave a clearer ac- 
count of the origin of the fire. He sald that Dunk- 
erley went down into the dark cellar, which is a 
mere black hole. utterly without light or ventila 
tion, to find a barrel of wo. dnapntha. Not find- 
ing it he summoned Scott, who went down to as- 
sist him. Neither succeeded in the dark, ana 
Dunkerley called to Vanderbeck to hand down a 
Jantern, which he did. The lantern was hardly be- 
low the level of the floor when the explosion took 
place. Scott’s body was removed last night to 
Ensign’s Morgue. Coroner Newcomb will hold an 
inquest. Dunkerley’s mother took him to her 
house in Pine-street, where he now is, with bis 
wife. His neck and arms and back are barned 
downto the waist. and he is greatly prostrated 
from the shock. Dr. Blunaell, bis family pbysi- 
cian, and Dr. Warner visited nim at 11 o’clock last 
night and found his condition extremely critical. 
He had not rallied from the shock. 

LONG BRANCH COTTAGES ROBBED, 

Lone Branca, July 13.—Burglars entered 
the cottage on Cedar-awenue, occupied by A. Rich, 
at an early hour this morning and stole $500 worth 
of silverware anda bottle of brandy. They drank 
the brandy on the lawn in front of the cottage of 
Mayer Steinberger, oceupied by J. Josephs. The 
thieves entered this cottage also and stole silver 
ware and jewelry valued at $2,000. This evening 
Chief of Police Lloyd was unable to give any in- 
formation about the robbery. A private watch- 
man is emploved by the cottagers. At the time of 
the robbery he was on an errand for one of Mr. 
Rich's neighbors.

Officer Beam answering his call, Wil- 
liams was t.ken to the Madisou-street station, the 
two men, who are large, burly men, clubbing 
him al! the way. When they got to the station 
Williams attempted to speak to the Sergeant, but 
was met with a peremptory order to “shut up.” 
The charge of drunkenness and disorderly eon- 
duct was entered on the record-book, and Ryan 
and Beam started to lock him in his ceil. On the 
way down stairs, Williams says, Ryan knocked him 
down the stairs, and bis head struck the iron guard, 
rendering him petty unconscious, While he was 
down Beam kicked him in the head several times, 
and then the two men picked him up and threw him 
Into the cell. Williams was very weak from loss 
of blood, and asked the doorman (Hall) to send 
for a doctor, but was told to go to sleep and he 
would be all right in the morning. The story was 
corroborated by a number of witnesses. For the 
defense, Doorman Hall was the first wit- 
ness. He said he remembered seeing Ryan 
strike Williams on the hand because Williams 
would §Jnot let go of the railing. He did 
not remember seeing any blood on Williams, but 
could not swear to it, as there were so many prison- 
ers that night. The return from that station showed 
that five prisoners had been received on the night in 
question. Ryan. in his defense, said that he saw 
Williams in the certre of a crowd, singing, and 
when he told him to go away, Williams struck him 
in the face. The Justice here said that the 
fact thet both Williams’s arms were divabled, 
made that statement improbable. Ryan continued: 
“When I arrested bim, he became very vio- 
lent, using vile language and calling on the 
crowd to resuce him. The crowd followed me and 
Policeman Beam, throwing stones at us, until we 
bad a most reached the station-house. J did not 
strike him more than was necessary. Wken we 
took him to his cell, he resisted,and I had to strike 
bim to get him to come with me.” Sergt. Crow- 
ley, who was in charge when Williams was brought 
in, said that the latter was very much excited, but 
be coula not swear that he was drunk.

CAPTURING A DESPERADO. 
@DWARD MURPHY’S READINESS WITH HIS 
NEW REVOLVER. 


When Sergeant Haradan, of the Twenty- 
third Precinct, was turning out the relief section 
at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon a Jad rushed ex- 
citedly into the station-house and informed him 
that a man in the tenement-house No. 426 East 
Eighty-sixth-street was about to shoot his wife. 
He at once sent Patrolman Fergyson to the house 
to make an investigation. He found Patrolman 
Hayes in front of the house, and learned that Ed- 
ward Murphy, a laborer, living with his wife and 


two children on the top floor of the tenement, 
had been quarreling with bis wife during the 
morning and had threatened to snoot her. Hehad 
often beaten and abused his wife, and two weeks 
ago he was sent to the work-house on Blackwell's 
Islana for four months for assaulting her. Insome 
Manner not yet explained Murphy escaped from 
the Island, and made his appearance at his home 
on Thursday. He was enraged because his wife 
bad complained against him and caused him to be 
acnt to the islend. He quarreled with her and 
abused her all the morning, and finally drewa 
new revoiver, which he had evidently purchased for 
the purpose yesterday morning, aud threatened to 
kill her. The woman ran screaming from her 
epartments, and this attracted the attention of the 
neighbors, who sent the lad to the station-house, 
two blocks distant, to inform the police. Murphy 
bad possession of his apartments armed with the 
revolver, and threatened to kill anybody who at- 
meg to disiodge him. While Ferguson and 
ayes were consulting about what course to pur- 
e@ they were joined by Roundsman Vail and 
troiman Scbuitze. The four officers determined 
to make an endeavor to dislodge Murphy, and they 
all entered the house. As they went up the nar- 
row stairs Ferguson was ahead, Schultze was close 
behind him, and Roundsman Vail and Officer 
hayes brought up the rear. When they reached 
the third floor they discovered Murphy standing 
on the lauding in front of his apartments, com- 
manding the approach with his revolver. As soon 
ashe saw Ferguson. tbe officer who was in ad- 
vance of his comrades, Murphy fired, but the 
bullet went wide of the mark, and no- 
body was struck. Schultze and Vail both 
drew their revolvers, and, covering Mur- 
poy with their weapons, threatened to shoot 
imif be did not surrender. Murphy laughed de- 
risively, and in reply to the threats of the police- 
men he Jeaned over the bannisters and. taking de- 
liberate aim. fired at Schultze. The latter dodged 
and the bullet Jodged in the wall. Fully realizing 
the desperate character of the man they were en- 
deavoring to capture, and not desiring to kill him 
in the attempt, the officers determined to adopt a 
Tuse, which proved suceessful, Ferguson and 
Schultze went down stairs and entered the ad- 
joining house, throuch which they ascended to the 
roof and walked along until they gained the 
scuttle of the house where Murphy was 
at bay. The scuttle wis open. They thus 
secured a position in the rear of the enemy they 
Were trying todi lodge. Meanwhile Roundsman 
Vail and Officer Hayes bad withdrawr to the floor 
below and concealed themse!ves in the doorway of 
asuiie of apartments on that floor. When the 
officers who had gone tothe roof made their ap- 
pearance at the scuttle Murphy, believing the 
coast clear ahead of him, darted down the stairs, 
The officers closed in upon him and disarmed him. 
He fought with the desperation of a wild beas: 
aud was pretty severely clubbed before he was re- 
duced to submission. Murphy, whois 25 years of 
age, anda native of the Isle of Man, was subse- 
wently arraigned before Justice Morgan at the 
arlem Pulice Court, where chacges of felonious 
assault were made against him. He was seat to 
prison in default of $1,500 bail.

EAGER T0 STRIKE FOR LIBERTY. 
A CUBAN I#MADER MAKING PREPARATIONS 
IN THIS CITY. 


Gen. Ramon Leocad2 Bonachea arrived in 
this City a few days ago and is at present engaged 
in organizing an expedition and securing the 
necessary arms and money to operate azainst the 
Spauish forees in Cuba. Gen. Bonachea has always 
been one of the irreconcilabies, and when the revo- 
lution of three years ago came to an end in Cuba, 
he told bis fellow chieftains that Spain would not 
keep her promises and that Cuban liberty could 
only be won by the sword. This prophecy has, he 
claims, been amply fulfilled, and he is now en- 
gaged In making preparations for a struggle which 
he confidently asserts will result in driving Spain 
forever out of Cuba. A Times reporter saw Gen. 


Bonachea last evening at No. 825 West Twenty- 
third street, and through an interpreter nad a con- 
versation with him in relation to the present status 
and future prospects of the revolution which is 
now in progress in Cuba. 

The General said he was ic communication with 
the insurgent chiefs, and expected to join them in 
a short time with aconsiderable force. When he 
reaches Cuba the different chieftains will meet 
and elect a President, and the standard of revolt 
will be formally raised. Gen. Bonachea said 
the great majority of the people was not only ripe 
forarmed revolution, but fully convinced that relief 
from the intolerable tyranuy to which they are at 
present subjected could be secured in no other 
way. The planters were, the General sald, bank- 
rupt; the taxation was something appalling, and 
the Custom-house frauds were of sucha gigantic 
nature that business men or merchants who were 
not favored by the Spanish monopolists must, if 
a change is not speedily brought about, be driven 
from the island. A proclamation signed by Gen. 
Bonachea, and indorsed by the different Cuban 
revolutionary bodies in New-York and in 
other places, caliing on ail Cubans to aid 
in the revolution, is being widely circulated 
both here and in Cuba. The General indignantly 
denied that the men now engaged in armed revolt 
in Cuba were, as the Spanish authorities claimed, 
mere bands of robbers who plundered respectable 
people under the pretense Of patriotism. They 
were, he claimed, pure patriots, fighting for 
a sacred cause and ready to iay down 
their lives at any moment on the altar of liberty. 
The statement has been published since Gen. 
Bonachea’s arrival in New-York that he was in 
favor of the use of dynamite, ana had already 
purchased great quantities of the explosive, 
which were now uwaiting shipment to Cuba 
at various points for use against the 
Spaniards. Being asked directly if he favored the 
use of dynamite, Gen. Bonachea said he laa not 
given the subject a thought. If the Spaniards 
conducted the warin an honorable and civilized 
manner the Cubans would observe all the usages 
of honorable warfare, but if the Spaniards were 
guilty of the crueities which they inflicted on 
Cuban prisoners during the last revolution he 
would be in favor of the use by Cubans of dyna- 
mite or of anything else that would put an end to 
the rule of Spainin Cuba. A pubiic meeting to 
raise funds for the expedition to Cuba will be 
called within a few days. 

A respectable New-York business man who is 
deeply interested in the Cuban cause said to a 
Times reporter yesterday that Gen. Bunachea 
was among the ab est and best of the Cuban lead- 
ers, and that he would certainly raise the standard 
of revolt in Cuba, surrounded by a well-equipped 
force, within a short time.

MRE. GILMAN’S MISTAKE, 
JUDGE FREEDMAN EXPLAINS HIS RECENT 
DECISION IN REGARD TO MASSES, 

Many persons have misunderstood Judge 
Freedman’s decision in the suit of Gilman against 
McArdle, and he has been pestered by letters ac- 
cusing him of having through mere bigotry de- 
clared that money put by one person into the 
hands of another to be used in paying for masses 
for the repose of the soul of the depositor was not 
a trust within the meaning of ourlaw. To inform 


and quiet his perturbed correspondents Judge 
Freedman took occasion yesterday, while decidinga 
minor motion in the suit, to write an opinion in 
the nature of a commentary on his former opinion. 
In this he says that if Mrs. Gilman had by will be- 
queathed her money for the purpose of having 
masses said for the repese of her sou! end that of 
her husband he would bave upheld the bequest, 
because through the will the title to the money 
would have passed to her Executor, or to the 
chureh or priest selected by her. If in her life- 
time she had given the money absolutely to a par- 
ticular church or priest, with the request that 
masses be said for her or for anybody 
designated by her, or if she had given 
it to the defendant McArdle in such 
a@ way that the title passed to him unconditionally, 
and Wad merely requested him to have masses said, 
but left it to him to decide whether he would do 
go or not, Judge Freedman says he would not have 
hesitated to uphold the gift. ‘ But,” he says, 
“ she did none of these things. She attempted to 
oreate a trust by parole instructions, and a bare de- 
livery pursuant to such instructions, and yet to re- 
tain the titletothe money. The defendant, who 
is an undertaker, was to have no interest or vene- 
fit in it. * * * No title passed by either a 
bequest or agift or legal;trust. There was only 
a mere naked deposit of money into the 
hands of an agent, with certain § instruc- 
tions concerning the employment and pay- 
ment from time to time of a third person, 
namely, a Catholic priest, for services to be ren- 
dered. In such a case it is a fundamental principle 
of the law of this State that the principal may at 
any time revoke the instructions and recover his 
property, and that if he does not do so in his life- 
time and dies intestate, his death revokes the au- 
thority of the agent, and that as the title must go 
somewhere, it goes to the administrator of the in- 
testate. In such a case the character of the instruc- 
tions is wholly immaterial. From the moment 
the administrator objects the agent must cease 
paying out. He can no more pay for the erection | 
of monuments than he can pay for baving masses 
seid, but up to that time be will be protected for 
acts done in good faith.

TROUBLES IN BUSINESS. 
AN OIL BROKER’S EMBARRASSMENT—FAIL- 
URES LAST WEEK. 

Mr. W. S. Sauer, an oil broker of No. 43 
New-street, sent word yesterday morning to the 
New-York Petroleum Exchange, of which he is a 
member, that he was unable to fill his contracts 
made on Thursday. He was found to be “long” 
of 34,000 barrels of oil, and it was stated that his 
transactions on the Exchange on Thursday aggre- 
gated nearly 1,000,000 barrels. Under the rules 
34,000 barrels were sold for the benefit of his credit- 
ors, bringing $1 07% and $1 0734 . barrel, cash. Mr. 


Saur is a young man and had been operating in the 
Petroleum Exchange only a few weeks. He was a 
bold and extensive operator, handling as many as 
50,000 barreis of oil at a time. The sudden reac- 
ay | movement on Thursday, which stirred up 
the oil market to uncommon activity, tempted 
him to dip in deeper than usual, and the quick 
fluctuations in prices, with the downward tendency 
yesterday morning, left him stranded. It is 
believed that an adjustment of his accounts will 
show that his losses are not more than $6,000, 
which would indicate that he was doing business 
on 4 smaili capital.

WORK OF THE GRAND JURY. 
REPORTS ON THE CONTROLLER’S OFFiCZ AND 
LUDLOW-STRERT JAI. 

When the Grend Jury came into the Court 
of General Sessions yesterday, Foreman Comstock 
handed Judge Gilderslseve a svriss of resolutions 
anda presentment. The resolutions stated that in 
the opinion of the jury no sufficient examination 
had been made into the alleged frauds in the Con- 
troller’s office, and that an examination should be 
made by perties absolutely impartial and in no 
way connected with the City Government, and 
under the supervision of a Grand Jury. The fore-

be presentment recites that the Grand Jury 
visited Ludlow-Screet Jail on the 11th inst., and 
personally inspected the cells and examined the 
prisoners apart from their keepers, and found that 
the prison contained 27 prisoners, and has accom- 
modations for about 200, and that there is but one 
female prisoner now in the jail, and she is confined 
far apart from the other inmates. The present- 
ment declares that the food and necessaries fur- 
nished the prisoners have been of excellent quality 
and sufficient quantity, and that no complaint nas 
beep made by any of the prisoners of the quality 
or quantity except in two instances, which, upon 
investigation, prove to be unreasonalile and un- 
just. The condition of the jail, in point of clean- 
liness, it is conceded, nas not always been entirely 
satisfactory, but the *;Sheriffghas made a req- 
ulsition during the first months of the year 
on the Department of Puolic Works for 
whitewashing and cleaning the building, and 
that requisition is now being complied with. 
“The ceils,” says the presentment, “have been 
thoroughly overhauled and cleansed and white- 
washed, and in the opinion of the physician at- 
tending the prisoners, the sanitary condition of 
the prieon bas been made as perfect »s the nature 
of the building will permit. No complaints of the 
oon luct of the keepers have been made tothe Grand 
Jury, and on the whole the condition of the insti- 
tution and its inmetes is as satisfactory as is con- 
sistent with the ordinary conditions of prisen life 
and the restraints necessary to the safe-keeping of 
those whom the law has deprived of their natural 
liberty.”” Judge Gildersieeve ordered the present- 
ment and resolutions to be placed on file, and in 
reference to the latter said that the plan proposed 
by the Grand Jury would need more consideration 
than he could give yesterday before he could ad- 
vise them on the subject. He would not adjourn 
the court for the term yesterday, but only until 
Aug. 3, so tbat the Grand Jury might exist as a 
legal body until then, ard could take such steps as 
they thought best toward aseertaining the conduct 
of any officials.

SHOT AT CONEY ISLAND. 


THE MYSTERIOUS WOUNDING OF A BOSTON 
WOMAN IN A RIFLE GALLERY. 


A tragical accident, tor an investigation of 
the matter indicates that it was | nothing more, oc- 
eurred Thursday noon at West Brighton, Coney 
Island, which will result in the disfigurement, and 
perhaps the death, of Mrs. Mattie Ross, a hand- 
some young married woman of Boston. Mra. Ross 
was formerly avariety ectress, known to her 
friends as Mattie Davis, and is now 18 years old. 
She went to Coney Island on Monday to visit Mr. 


and Mrs. John Jones, who are also connected with 
the v&riety stage and live in a cottage at West 
Brighton, next to the Sea Beaeh Hotel. Mr. Jones 
conducts a shooting gallery opposite the hotel, 
which is the lace where the accident 
occurred, Mr. ones came to. this City 
on Thursday, leaving the gallery in charge of 
Philip Noll, his assistant. Philip went to his din- 
ner shortly before noon, and deputized John 
Pritchart, who runs @ “Sullivan Slugger” in the 
vicinity, to look after the gallery. Pritchart 
boards with Jones, and shortly after 12 o'clock 
Mrs. Ross was sent to call him to dinner. She had 
been gone buta few minutes when a series of 
screams were heard, and the sight-seers in the vi- 
cinity rushed tothe shooting gallery. Here Mra. 
Ross was found lying on the floor, insensible, her 
face covered with biood, and near her stood 
Pritchard with blood upon his clothing and hands. 
A small rifle lay near the woman's prostrate 
body, and its stovk was also stained with blood. A 
spectator ran fora doctor, who ordered that the 
girl be removed to the house. An examination 
here showed that the buliet from the rifle, which 
was of 22-calibre, bad entered at the rizht side of 
her nose, close to the eye, and was imbedded in 
the forehead. The victim partly regained con- 
sciousness, agd her condition seewed so precarious 
that the doctor thought it unsafe to attemnt to re- 
move the bullet, and she was taken to the Flatbush 
Hospital. 

Pritchart, who was the only person present at 
the time of the occurrence, was arrested by Officer 
William Moynehan,. of the Gravesend Police, and 
told so many contradictory stories that he was 
locked up in the Town Halli at Gravesend, Yester- 
day morning he was arraigned before Justice Ea- 
mund Williams, in the Gravesend Police Court, 
and charged with “assault in the first degree,” to 
which he pieaded not guilty, through his counsel, 
Michael A. Smith, of Brooklyn. He sald to the 
Justice: “I did it, but it was an accident.” Officer 
Moyneban states that Pritehart told him several 
stories of the shooting. At first he said that he 
was reading a paper and knew nothing of the 
girl's presence until he heard the shot 
which wounded her. Afterward he _ aaia 
that she told him _ that dinner was 
ready, and then took up one of the rifles and asked 
if it was loaded. He told her it was not, and the 
next moment saw her put a eartridge in it. He at- 
tempted to take the gun away, and in the scuffle 
it was discharged. Moyneban says that Pritchart 
gave him several other versions of the affair als. 
Justice Williams committed the prisoner to Ray- 
mond-Street Jail toawait the result of the woman's 
injuries. Mr. Jones considers the affair an acci- 
dent, and his opinion is that of the police and the 
residents of the vicinity. Pritchart is well known 
at Coney Island, and was formerly a bur-tender in 
the Empire Hotel. His friends say that he has 
always been good-natured except when he was 
drunk, and that he was addicted to the use of 
liquor. He was sober at the time of the 
shooting, however. Mr. Jones says that Pritchart 
and Mrs. Ross were on the best of terms, and he 1s 
at a loss fora motive which woulda have led to the 
shooting. He has telegraphed to the woman’s hus- 
band, who is expected this morning. The surgeon 
in charge of the wounded girl at the Flatbush Hos- 
pital appears to know less about her present state 
and her condition since the shooting than anybody 
else. He could not tell whether she had regained 
conscionsness or not, and was not aware whether 
she had made any statement about the occurence, 
and was too fat to inquire. He had an idea, how- 
ever, that the bullet had not been extracted. and 
that her condition was precarious.

MR. CHAUNCEY’S SANITY.

IMPORTANT TESTIMONY IN THE CONTESTED 
WILL CASE IN BROOKLYN. 

The Chauncey will contest was resumed yes- 
terday in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, before 
Judge Brown, and after some unimportant testi- 
mony had been given in the morning the contest- 
ants rested their case. Coursel in support of the 
will then put Dr. Daniel Ayres, of Montague- 
street, on the stand. He said that hetreated Mr. 
Chauncey for cholera in 1849. Before Mr. Chaun- 
cey went to California he was a modest man, and 


not addicted to drink. When hecame back he was 
a “good deal of a blower.” He drank and 
talked a good deal of his great friends. 
He was dietatorial with his inferiors and egotis- 
tical. When cailed to attend Mr. Chauncey in 1876 
witness recommended that he be kept away from 
Ifquor. In reply to Gen. Pryor, he said that he ad- 
vised Mr. Chauncey to make his wiil before he 
went toEurope. He would not have so advised 
if he thought that he was tnsane, Wit- 
ness noticed no sign of general paralysis, 
and Mr. Chauncey was capable of trausact- 
ing business. He suw Mr. Chauncey alter the 
latter’s return from Europe in June, 1877. He no- 
ticed the effects of drink upon him, and advised 
his incarceration in order to correct him. When 
be came out of the asylum in November following 
he was quite rational, but in January, 1878, he was 
as bad as ever, us he beganto drink again. Mr. 
Chauncey was again put into the asylum on wit- 
ness’s recommendation. He saw him :in the asv- 
lum on several oocasions, and he was quite ration- 
al. The doctor was minutely cross-examinedfre- 
garding the habits of life of Mr. Chauncey, but he 
objected to give detailed testimony concerning 
the secrets of his patient's life which a to 
his knowledge asaphysician. Finally, the Judge 
directed him to answer the questions. The effect 
of the excesses in which Mr. Chauncey indulged, 
Dr. Ayres said. was to produce functional disturb- 
ance of the brain with disorders of other parts of 
the system. He considered Mr. Chauncey “sane, 
able, and competent to do business.”’ 

Capt. Samuels, who had known Mr. Chauncey 
for several years, testified that he never suspected 
that he was insane or unfit to transact businexs. N. 
N. Vanderhoff had known Mr. Chauncey for 40 
years, and had heard him say that he intended to 
leave his property to the children of his brother 
Daniel. Witnese did not suspect at any time that 
Mr. Chauncey was not of sound mind.

A SUIT AGAINST COL. AUSTEN.

BOCKELMAN WANTS $25,000 FOR BEING 
DRUMMED OUT OF CAMP. 

Charles E. Bockelman, of the Fourteenth 
Regiment, who was drummed out of the camp at 
Peekskill last week, has brought suit against Col. 
David E. Austen, of the Thirteenth Regiment, to 
recover $25,000 damages. The complalot alleges 
that Col. Austen, without any cause, justifica- 
tion, or provocation, assaulted the plaintiff, and 


struck him violently on the head, neck, and 
back several times, being assisted by several 
other persons; that the defendant imprisoned the 
plaintiff, and caused his hands and feet to be tied 
with ropes for the space of one night and part of 
the next day, whereby he, the plaintiff, was put to 
great pain and deprived of his liberty. Plaintiff 
further alleges that during all the period men- 
tioned he was a member of the Fourteenth Regi- 
ment, and that at the end of his period of vonfine- 
ment the defendant, without any rigbt or authori- 
ty, cause or justification, caused the plaintiff to be 
held and kept in custody and restraint while he 
was marched through the camp of the Thi ‘teenth 
Regiment, and drummed out of thesame. The 
plaintiff claims that this action of Col. Austen was 
done maliciously and with intent to degrade and 
defame him, and to deprive him of his good name 
and fame as a soldier. The summons and com- 
plaint have been served on Col. Austen. John C, 
Perry and Char.es J. Patterson are counsel for the 
plaintiff.
